Just why Hepburn has changed will 
come out some day; tonight it is suffi- 
cient to say that he has changed. At 
today’s meeting of the committee all 
bills were talked over briefly, and when 
Hepburn’s Bill came up Representative 
Barham of California showed his tact 
by declaring that that was the bill that 
ought to be reported to the House, but 
suggested that some amendments might 
improve it. 

Mr. Barham then made motions for 
amendments which knocked ali the 
disagreeable and impossible features 
out of the bill, and to his utter surprise, 
Mr. Hepburn agreed that some of them 
at least would be satisfactory to him. 
No final action was taken today, but 
at the next meeting, Friday morning, 
the bill may be almost completed for 
reporting to the House.

“During the year Denver hes been 
made a common point for -all ship- 
ments of jive stock originating west of 
Colorado. The more good, active mar- 
kets the live-stock men have the better 
they are off. and Denver certainly has 
no reason to complain. of the mag- 
nanimous treatment she has_ received 
during 1898 from the railways, not the 
Jeast of which was the action of the 
Gulf. now the Colorado and Southern, 
in giving all of the steck men north 
of Quannah, in the Panhandle of Texas, 
‘the privilege of shipping their Tive 


stock through Denver tu Kansas City 


or Omaha without extra cost. thus giv- 
ing the greatest cattle-breeding points 
of the Panhandle a new mearket at the 
same rates. This is another feature 
accomplished during the vear,- and it 
is due the National Association to re- 


mark that these and other advantages 
to shippers have received very careful 
@nd persistent attentfon at our hands. 

“The new feature in association work, 


Viz., that of the bulletin service, can- 
not fail to be of great interest to the 
allied live-stock interests. We are in 
touch with the whole country and the 


industry in its various conditions, and 
wan more certainly ‘be of service than 
would any other source. We have had 
the generous aid of the Associated 
Press throughout the whole year, and 
the live western press agent has sent 
our news of live-stock matters to the 
‘ends of the country. With more 
}means at our command we could make 
/ this service of inestimable advantage 
to cattle, horse, sheep and hog breed- 
wers, feeders and traders. 
“A regular bureau of the association 
should work in conjunction with the 
, department at Washington, and give 
the stockmen of the country every 
point which would aid him either in 
holding his stock, forwarding them to 
market, putting them on feed or mak- 
ing the best disposition of them. as 
would seem to indicate. 
This could be made to be of incalcula- 
- ble value to the dealer, to the breeder 
and to the feeder.. Jt would keep all 
‘big runs’ off the markets and secure 
a more uniform and fairer average 
price to all alike. I am of the opinion 
that it would be money well spent to 
issue a regular bulletin under the di- 
rect control of the secretary of the Na- 
‘tional Live Stock Association. 
* “This brings us to the necessity for 
‘uniform State laws, a_ subject of 
brands, bounties and punishment for 
'stealing, for inspection, and for’ the 
‘stamping out of all contagious dis- 
eases. Every State should have a sim- 
ilar law. and thereby would all stock- 
men be better protected in what he 
owns and markets. We have prepared 
some general laws that we think 
would be of general utility, and we 
should urge the adoption by every Leg- 
‘islature of a uniform brand registra- 
‘tion law. 
. “The man. or set of men, who are 
peontinually looking backward for in- 
spiration. who are chock full of calam- 
_ity forebodings: who thrive on opposi- 
‘tion to any and all measures; who are 
constantly quoting ancient history, are 
inot fit to lead progressive, enterpris- 
‘ing, twentieth century Americans, and 
ithis fact has been pretty well ac- 
cepted by the thinking, taxpaying peo- 
ple. who are in control today, and who 
will stay in the lead as long as they 
accomplish something for the good of 
, the whole people. 
Too many people read, nowadays, 
be fooled all the time: So with all 
Jive stock interests. We have papers, 
journals, reviews, bulletins, books, re- 
‘ports, speakers, assemblies, conven- 
tions and_a great national organiza- 
tion. all of which indexes theffact that 
the twentigth . cent live-stock man, 
educated and con ative, is in the 
saddle. We all realize that the pres- 
ent demands our best thoughts, our 
tireless energy, owing to wholly 
changed conditions. Let every live- 
stock man in the Union equip him- 
self to meet keener competition, more 
>complex questions and changing social 
: conditions. 
‘We ghall urge upon the executive de- 
partment of the government that the 
principal of reciprocity shall be made 
‘more prominent, and that our foreign 
‘consuls and representatives introduce 
‘and push the sale of our inspected food 
products, all certified as to purity and 
| freedom from adulteration, and stand 


, by them until every government shall 
"open their doors to us, and for _per- 
‘sistent exclusion to use every effort 


of our government to retaliate by clos- 
ing American markets’ to the goods 
of such country so offending. Let us 
put our great organizations on record 
as favoring the fullest, broadest and 
most far-reaching reciprocity. 

‘The United States should furnish the 
‘supply of cattle, horses, sheep and 
hogs to thoroughly stock Cuba, the 
Philippines. Hawaii, and all territory 
added to this country. These mapkets 
should be given the very best. start 
possible, and the cheap, poor, under- 
bred stock of southern countries should 
be excluded, in order that the ‘best 
breeds of stock may be furnished to re- 
stock all of these possessions. Ameri- 
cans having redeemed these fastnesses, 
American live stock should follow the 
course of our ships and armies. Let 
us take care of our own interests first. 
{Our merchant marine will henceforth 
‘demand more and more at our hands, 


}and our commerce must have every 
Ladvantage given by the most pro- 
¢gressive nations of the earth. The 


twentieth century will demand leaders 
who have enlightened opinions, and are 
fearless in championing them. The 
4ime-server, the follower, the milk-and- 
water-policy politician, the general 
kicker and the pessimist will he tele- 
gated to safe quarters, where they are 
not liable to be run over by the earn- 
est, determined, enlightened sentiment 
of America’s best manhood. Modern 
Ways, methods and ideas have revo- 
lutionized the entire stock industry ij 
ithe last two decades. 
“The first aim of our National Live 
Stock Association should be to. get as 
active members every live-stock as- 
sociation and organization in the 
United States. 
“Our second aim should be to har- 
monize all differences between conflict- 
ing interests growing out of the graz- 
ing and selling of live stock. 
' “Our third aim should be to secure 
uniform taws in all the States, regu- 
_ lating brands, providing for bounties 
, for the killing of predatory animals, 
for the prompt settlement of all live 
Stock killed by railways, for uniform 
inspection, quarantine sanitary 
regulations, and for prohibiting the ad- 
} mission of physically unsound breed- 
'ing animals into the United Spates. 
“Our fourth aim should be to aid the 
“Department of Agriculture of the 
T'nited States in every way, and to de-

“Our eighth aim should be to pull to- 
gether as cattlemen, as horsemen, as

“It is an interesting fact that while 


the Standard Oj] Trust, the Match 
Trust. the Steel Trust, and all other 
combinations now flourish in the 


United States, that this great National 
Live Stock Association represents big 
and littl stockmen, whose holdings 
are in no combire, no poul, no trust or 
monopoly, It is. a striking contrast. 
Holding animals valued into the bil- 
lions of dollars, not a dollar of watered 
stock is held by any live-stock man in 
this great -commonwealth. That while 


stocks and bonds are listed of all these } 


trusts and combines, and innocent pur- 
chasers constantly deceived 


and mis- 
lead’ as to their Value, not a dollar’s 
werth of live-stock bonds, or capital 
stock, is quoted on any so-called ex- 


is 
a marked difference in the methods of 
these two great interests. One deals 
in watered prospects, the other only in 
the cash market value of cattle, horses, 
Fheep and hogs. 

“In the first class I named are con- 
solidated monopolists, the promoters 
of trusts, the scalpers of all food prod- 
ucts. both ef the farm and the range, 
all of their interests are diametrically 
opposed to those of the stock-raisers 
and the farmer, Hence I am led to the 
conclusion that the men who produce 
food products which sustain life, may 


as well understand that during the 
twentieth century it will require the 
combined efforts of both stockmen 


and farmers to hold their own in this 
unequal combat. It is the gambling 
feature in articles of food which 
should by law be absolutely prohibited 
in the interest of the greatest number. 
The world must be fed, and the pro- 
ducers of food should be protected in 
every market of the world from any 
and every combination which would 
speculate and gamble on the price of 
food products for the selfish ng- 
grandizement of a lot of food scalpers. 

“This great organization will un- 
doubtdely resolve that the dealing in 
futures on boards of trade, as they ef- 
fect food production and supply. are 
inimical to the best interests of the 
masses of the people, both producers 
and consumers, and that our combined 
efforts should be directed in obtaining 
laws forbidding all such speculation, 
as opposed to public policy. 

‘From the almanacs for 1899 we learn 
that 152 trusts are now in full blast 
in the United States. The list begins 
with an alcohol trust, a barbed-wire 
trust. a castor oil trust, a Colorado 
coal combine, a fish trust, a whip 
trust. and so on, to a tombstone trust, 
the combined capital of which 152 ag- 
gregations amounts to two and a quar- 
ter billion of dollars, over half-watered, 
but a drv fact. 

“I remarked in my address of a year 
azo. ‘We need no expensive machine, 
as each State association can look after 
its own local interests, but nationally 
we should present our demands in the 
strongest manner possible.’ One year 
of our existence as the National Live 
Stock Association, and our report will 
show that we have been economical, 
Vigilant and successful beyond even 
optimistic expectations, our bills all 
paid and $1000 in the treasury. 

“Our aims are for the greatest good 
to the greatest number: our hopes em- 
brace our whole allied interests, and 
our chief end an educated determina- 
tion to secure a general and abiding 
prosperity for 75,00,000 American citi- 
zens.”’ 

President Springer closed his address 
at 11:20, after which an informal recep- 
tion was given the visitors by the Colo- 
rado Stock-Growers’ <Associdtion at 
their headquarters. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
It was 2 o'clock when President 


Springer called the afternoon session to 
order. A resolution was adopted ad- 
mitting representatives from State and 
Territorial Legislatures to the floor of 
the convention. The report of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee was submitted, em- 
bracing the reports of the recording 
secretary and the treasurer. 

Recording Secretary Charles F. Mar- 
tin in his report gave a review of the 
work of the year, showing how, by the 
unremitting efforts of the executive 
officers, aided by the membership and 
the press, the association, which started 
a year ago without a dollar and with- 
out a name on its membership tells, 
has grown to be a powerful organiza- 
tion, embracing nearly 100 local asso- 
ciations, out of debt and with nearly 
$1000 in its treasury. The association, he 
said, represented 5000 persons, owning 
8,000,000 head of stock, valued at $250,- 
000,000. Mr. Martin made a number of 
suggestions regarding changes in the 
bylaws and regulations of the associa- 
tion. These suggestions were adopted 
by the association. 

The most important of these are the 
admission to membership of the ralji- 
road and transportation companies and 
a change in the laws to permit the ap- 
pointment of a board of control, to con- 
sist of the president and secretary and 
three members of the Executive Com- 
mitee to act for the Executive Com- 
mittee in minor matters. 

Treasurer G. L. Goulding reported re- 
ceipts for the year, $1899, and disburse- 
ments $966, leaving a balance of $9353. 

The report of the Executive Commit- 
tee went on to state that Denver had 
been chosen at permanent headquar- 
ters of the association, the Denver 
Union Steck Yards Company having 
offered free offices in its new building, 
and the Denver Chamber of Commerce 
having agreed to print and distribute 
the report of this convention, as !t did 
that of last year. 

Phe remainder of the session was de- 
voted to brief talks on the conditicn of 
the stock industry in the variops States, 
All reported the highest prosperity, ex- 
cept H. H. Castro of “alifornia, who 
said the drouth of last year had sone- 
what crippled the industry in his State, 
but that the present outlook was bright. 

J. V. Vickers spoke for Arizona, re- 
porting splendid progress in the matter 
of increasing the herds 3nd flocks and 
improving the breeds in that Territory.

EPISCOPAL DIOCESE. 


FORTY-NINTH CONVENTION AT 
SAN FRANCISCO. 


Opened at St. Paul's Church Vester- 
day With Impressive Ceremonies 
and Large Attendance. 


BISHOP J. F. NICHOLS’S ADDRESS 


REPORTS, A BUSINESS MEETING 
AND EVENING SERVICE, 


Orr Death Investigation—Arizona’s 
Patron Saint—Dunham Suspects 
Gialore—Regan Exam- 
ination, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 24.—Amid 
impressive ceremonies, the forty-ninth 
annual convention of the Enpiscopal 
Diocese of California was formally 
opened in St. Paul's Church today. 
Delegates were present from all parts 
of the Pacific Coast, and the pews were 
filled with spectators when the exer- 
cises began. Holy communion was 
read by the Right Rev. William Ford 
Nichols, D.D., bishop of California, and 
Organist and Choirmaster J. B. War- 
burton and a full vcsted choir led the 
music. 

The sermon was delivered bv the 
I: ght Rev. Abiel Leonard, D.D., bishop 
of Utah and Nevada. He paid high 
tribute to the memory of Bishop Kip, 
head of the first Cailfornia diocese, and 
graphically described some of the dan- 
gers and hardships that beset the pio- 
neer pastors. Alluding to the late war, 
Bishop Leonard said it may have been 
needed to awaken this nation to its 
responsibilities. Should a similar shock 
be necessary to arouse churchmen to 
their duties? 

The first business meeting of the 
convention was called to order = by 
Bishop Nichols, Mardon C. Wilson was 
elected secretary, and the credentials 
of delegates accepted. Committees 
were appointed and officers placed in 
nomination to be yoted for on Thurs- 
day. The lord bishop of Columbia then 
briefly addressed the convention, and 
letters of. congratulation were read 
from Dr. Temple, archbishop of Can- 
terbury, and the arcbishop of Ruperts 
Land, who were tendered votes of 
thanks. 

The report of the treasurer showed 

that the total assets on hand amount 
to $46,618. 
Bishop Nichols in his annual address 
said that the diocese was in splendid 
condition, and would keen pace with 
the expansion policy of the government. 
He favored the proposed law exempt- 
ing church property from taxation. 

The evening service at St. Paul's 
Church was in the/’interest of the 
“Daughters of the King.’ Bishop John- 
eon of Los Angeles and others spoke, 
commending the aims and work of the 
society.

Constitution of California Saciety 
for Conserving Them.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 24.—The 
Executive Committeé appointed by the 
California Society for the Conserving 
of Waters and Forests at last Satur- 
day’s convention, met today and adopt- 
ed a constitution, which says:

EARTHQUAKE IN MEXICO. 


Sharp Shocks Caused Alarm 
Damage in the City.

CITY OF MEXICO, Jan. 24.—Several 
sharp shocks of earthquake were felt 
today in the valley of Mexico. The 
first one took place at 5:30 o’clock this 
morning, the duration being several 
seconds, and again at.5:15 o'clock in 
the afternoon came a succession of 
shocks, lasting nearly a minute, and 
producing much elarm. 

People rushed into the streets and

Horses and mules drawing street cars 
stopped and braced themselves to resist 
the trembling under their feet. Cham- 
bon’s silk factory fell in, and it is 
feared many operatives were injured.

Telegraphic ad- 
vices show that the earthquake was 
felt at Vera Cruz and Colima and other 
places.

Sugar Cane Injured by Rains—Oppo- 
sition to Gold Export Tax. 

[A. P. BARLY MORNING REPORT.) 
MANAGUA (Nicaragua,) Jan. 1.— 
[Correspondence of the Associated 
Press.} Heavy rains, unusual in this 
latitude at this time of the year, have 
irijured the spring crop of sugar-cane, 
The coffee crop in Nicaragua now being 
gathered will not exceed half of the 
usual annual crop. Laborers are ask- 
ing thigh prices to gather the harvest, 
and are indisposed to work, preferring 
to be in the army or act as govern- 
ment officials. The prospect is that 
the 1-per-cent. gold per pound, export 
tax on the 1898-99 crop of coffee in this 
republic will not pay more than one- 
half the interest, due in Judy of the 
present year, on Nicaragua's 1886 rail- 

road bonds. 

The export tax of $17 gold per kilo 
on gold exported from the mines, de- 
ereed to commence today, has aroused 
great opposition in the mining districts 
of Eastern Nicaragua, and threats to 
close the mines are made. The average 
value of the gold in bullion exported 
from Estern Nicaragua, including pan- 
nings from the placer-gold mines, is 
about 600 fine. The gold from Western 
Nicaragua is about 400 fine. An effort 
has been made to collect the tax as 
if the bullion was pure gold, i.e., 1000 

ne. 

a The imports into Nicaragua are un- 
usually small, and business is very 
dull. Paper money is at 31-3 for one 
gold, without a basis of gold or silver 
for redemption. 


ICE COMBINE IN MAINE. 


American Ice Company Tries for 
Legislative Authority. 
[A. P. BARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

AUGUSTA (Me.,) Jan. 24.—A bill has 
been introduced in the Legislature by 
Mr. Manly of Augusta, authorizing the 
incorporation of the American Ice Com- 
pany with a capital stock of $60,000,000, 
one-half of which is preferred and the 
other common stock. Charles A. Blair, 
Augustus 8S. C. Sprague, Henry Shep- 
hard. J. Henry Sturges, H. M. Heath 
and F. E. Smith, the three latter be- 
ing citizens of Augusta, are named as 
incorporators. 

The general law does not’ permit the 
formation of stock companies with a 
capital above $10,000,000, and the Amer- 
ican Ice Company is therefore seeking 
to obtain a charter from the Legisla- 
ture. The capitalization at $60,000,000 
is the largest ever attempted in ¢he 
Maine Legislature. 

It is stated that the offices of the 
company will be located here, but the 
business will be carried on elsewhere. 
It is also stated that this new com- 
pany contemplates the absorption of 
the Knickerbocker and the Consoli- 
dated Ice companies, Maine’s $10,000,- 
000 concerns, and in addition means to 
obtain control of all artificial methods 
of ice-making, so that the whole busi- 
ness of suppliyng ice to the large cities 
of the Atlantic seaboard may be con- 
trolled and governed by this company, 


Telephone Rate Cut, 


CHICAGO, Jan. 24.—By a vote of 46 
to 13, the City Council passed an or- 
dinance granting a fifty-year franchise 
to the Ilinois Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company to operate a telephone 
system in Chicago. For the franchise 
the company is to enter into competi- 
tion with the Chicago Telephone Com-< 
pany and furnish telephones at the rate 
of $8 a year for business houses and 
$50 a year for residences. This rate 
cuts that of the Bell Telephone in two.

MEET AT CINCINNATI. 


Spirit of Eapansion Pervades the 
Fourth Annual Convention Jurt 
Opened With Big Attendance, 
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PRESIDENT SEARCH’S REPORT. 


DEALS AT LENGTH WITH FIELD IN 
THE FAR EAST. 


Tottehes on Evidences of Acétivity 
and Prosperity—Nicaragua Cna- 
nal’s Importance, etc. 

Other Proceedings. 


[ASSOCIATED TRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

CINCINNATI (0.,) Jan. 24.—There 
were over one thousand prominent man. 
ufacturers of tlfe country present at 
the fourth annual convention here to-« 
day. While the morning and afternoon 
sessions were devoted mostly to hear- 
ing the annual reports of officers and 
committees, yet the spirit. of expansion 
pervaded everything that was done, in- 
cluding a future policy of increasing 
the membership of the National Manu- 
facturing Association during the closing 
year of the century to at least five 
thousand, and providing such a fund irf 
its treasury as to make it a most po- 
tential factor in the extension of for- 
eign trade, as well as in American in- 
terests, including the new possessions 
of this country... The convention met at 
Odd Fellows’ Temple at 10:30 a.m., and 
will be in session until Friday. It is 
thought that most of the 1200 mémbers 
will be in attendance. For an hour or 
more before the convention assembled 
the members were engagéd in register- 
ing and receiving their badges, the at- 
tendance being larger on the first day 
than that of any annual convention in 
the history of the association. 

PRESIDENT SEARCH’'S REPORT. 

President Theodore C. Search of Phil- 
adelphia read his annual report, which 
Was, in part as follows: 

“Within the brief span of a single 
year our nation has been thrust sud- 
denly into war, and as the result there- 
of, has ben caelled upon to face probe 
lems involving entirely new elements 
in our political organization. Our war 
with Spain is at an end, the wrongs 
of an oppressed people have been 
righted, but our task instead of being 
completed, is only just begun. 

“What shall be done with our new- 
found possessions is the problem that 
now presses forward for solution. With 
the exception of Cuba, with whose con. 
ditions we are measurably familiar, 
the commercial value of our newly-ac- 
quired colonies is fully conjectural. 
Viewing the matter from a purely com- 
mercial standpoint, our business inter- 
ests have been enormousiy the gainers 
by the American admiristration of af- 
fairs in the island, whatever may be 
the future disposition of these people 
and their land. In a 'esser degree the 
statement applies ecva'lly well to the 
island of Porto Rico. 

“In the far Pacific, however, this is 
a serious problem which successful 
conauest has thrust upon us. The 
Philippines, with their ten millions of 
people, have offered a meager market 
for American goods. While buying 
from them about $5,000,000 worth of 
their products, we have been able to 
sell to them less than a twentieth part 
of that value. From ali accounts the 
Philippines are as rich in resources as 
the West Indies, but lacking in de- 
velopment and deficient in purchasing 
and consuming capacities. So vast an 
area, however, and so great a pepula- 
tion offer possibilities of which the 
present conditions afford no indication; 
and there are those familiar with both 
sides of this problem who do not hesi- 
tate to declaré that from a purely com- 
mercial standpoint the Philippines are 
bound to become, not far hence, of 
more consequence than the West In- 
dies. 

“Be this as it may, it still seems 
apparent at there is in the Philip- 
pines opportunity for a very, large in- 
crease of our present commerce, With- 
out attempting to express an opinion 
on the wisdom or expediency of the 
policy of territorial expansion, I feel 
moved to remark in passing that this 
nation is not accustomed to fail in 
anything that it undertakes. 

“The great foreign trade movement 
which received its most powerful im- 
petus three years ago continues with 
‘unabated activity. Again the statis- 
-tics of our exports record the largest 
volume of foreign business that has 
‘ever been transacted. The exports for 
the year ending June 30, 1898, reached 
‘the total of $1,210,292,000, a gain of 
'$178.000.000 over those of the previous 
year. The exports of American manu- 
factures in the last fiscal year 
amounted to $288,871,449, a total greater 
by $12,500,000 than ever previously re- 
‘corded, 

“While many factors have con- 
tributed to this great extension of our 
foreixn trade, probably no _ influence 
has been more noted than the efforts 
of the manufacturers of the United 
States. individually and by united ac- 
tion. thev have worked persistently in 
the development of their foreign trade, 
and have pushed their products into 
‘many markets where heretofore they 
have been unknown. By their untir- 
ing energy, persistence and honest 
dealings, the manufacturers of the 
‘United States have acquired a position 
in the. world's mafkets from which 
they cannot be dislodged. With the 
start that has been made, our foreign 
trade is bound to grow, and no opposi- 
tion from our strongest competitors 
ean bar our progress. 

“It is accordingly gratifying to find 
that business conditions have under- 
gone a marked change during the past 
vear. With the exception of a few in- 
dustries affected by peculiar condi- 
tions, the manufacturing interest of the 
United States, as a rule, are enjoying 
voth activity and a fair degree of -pros- 
perity at’ the present time. Labor of 
every class is well employed and in 
many instances reductions in wages 
during the recent years have been re- 
woked and former rates restored. Tak- 
ing a broad view of the country, there 
are evidences of activity and signs of 
prosperity on every hand,, and the con- 
ditions which now present themselves 
form a contrast as pleasing as it ‘is 
striking in comparison with the state 
of affairs two or three years, ago. 

NICARAGUA CANAL. 

“Interest in the construction of a 
Nicaragua Canal has been stimulated 
powerfully, by incidents of the late war 
with Spain and by the commercial ex- 
pansion of the United States, which has 
resulted from, the brief conflict. Argu- 
ments heretofore advanced behalf of 
the various interoceanic canal projects 
have heen more essentially of a com- 
mercial character, but while the impor- 
tance of a canal from a _ purely 
mercantile standpoint has in no 
‘way diminished, the political and 
strategic value of a waterway 
acress the Central American isth- 
mus has been increased enormously 
during the past few ‘months. 

“We are not called upon to  deter- 
mine the rights of the parties in the 
controversy, nor are we asked to pass 
upen the technicalities of route, cost 
and engineering, It seems highly 
proper, however, for us, as business 


jJof any high degree of 


necessity of 
a Canal across Nicaragua and to our 
conviction that whether constructed by 
a private corporation or upon funds 
supplied by our government, the canal 
should be first, last and always an 
American enterprise and under th 

control of the United States. With 
our new possessions in the Far East, 


“we need now, as never before, a way of 


quick conrmunication by water between 
our Atlantic and Pacific coasts. In 
the Orient are the largest undeveloped 
markets for our prodwets and our 
ing trade there demands better and 
cheaper means of transportation than 
our transcontinental railway lines af- 
ford. The millions which a Nicaragua 
canal would cost would be well spent 
if devoted to such an end by our Fed- 
eral government. 

“Conditions have not been favorable 
during the past year to the awakening 
enthusiasm 
about the Paris Exposition of 1900. 
Many of our manufacturers have been. 
disposed to give small consideration to 
it; -and seme of them have @éven 
pressed their determination to dismiss 
the matter entirely on account of the 
sentiments which were attributed to 
France during the war with Spain. It 
is greatly to be regretted that any of 
our manufacturers should have per- 
fmitted themselves to be so moved by the 
prejudice for which there was really no 
foundation, and it is much to be hoped 
that the return of peace and settled 
conditions will revive interest in this 
exposition and lead our manufacturers 
to an appreciation of its true impor- 
tance, 

“Our present parcels post system is 
of comparatively small value, and the 
limited extent to which it is used af- 
fords no basis upon which to judge of 
the volume of foreign trade which could 
be developed with proper facilities of 
this character. Concerted action by the 
members of this association in conjunc- 
tion with the efforts of other organiza- 
tions would doubtless prove very influ- 
ential in securing the development of 
this exceedingly useful instrument of 
international communication.” 

The session was devoted mostly to 
routine business after welcoming ad- 
dresses by Gov. Bushnell and Mayor 
Taffel and the response by the presi- 
dent. In addition to the appointment of 
committees on Credentials, Resolutions 
and nominations, theré were speciai 
committees appointed to which were 
referred different parts of the annual 
report of President Search and other 
officers. These committees are expected 
to report at the session tomorrow on 
the different sections of the president’s 
report. The Committees on Resolutions 
and Noeninations will not report until 
Thursday. 

In agidition to the programmes, for 
each of the three days, entertainments 
have been provided for the evenings 
and a train has heen chartered for an 
excursion Friday from Cincinnati up 
through the manufacturing districts as 
far as Dayton. The entertainment to- 
night includes a formal smoker and 
vaudeville at the Scottish Rite Ca- 
thedral, tomorrow night a _ public 
meeting with addresses, and Thursday 
night a reception and banquet at the 


Grand Hotel. President Search and 
others from the East arrived this 
morning on a special Pennsylvania 


train. 

At the afternoon session, Treasurer 
Charles A. Schieren of New York re- 
ported the gross receipts for the year 
to be $51,692. After all disbursements 
there is now a_ balance on hand of 
$2638. | 

The Committee on International 
Freight and Transportation made an 
elaborate report on modifications in 
certain bills of lading and rates. 

An elaborate paper on the extension 
of American trade, by Milton Jackson 
of Philadelphia, was read by Secretary 
P. F. Wilson and referred to the com- 
mittees. 

The Committee on Commerce and In- 
dustry made an elaborate report in fa- 
vor of an additional Cabinet officer 
and a department for home industries 
and foreign trade, outlining a plan of 
organization to secure the same. 

The Committee on Transportation re- 
ports its investigations for bétter fa- 
cilities and rates. The association 
then adjourned until Wednesday. 


NORTHERN PACIFIC CLAIMS. 


General Creditors Will Be Minus. 
Lost in the Shuffle. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

MILWAUKEE, Jan. 24.—The hearing 
of the claims against the Northern FPa- 
| cific, Railroad Company began before 
Master in Chancery Cary at his oitice 
in this city today, and among other 
surprising developments it was found 
that one of the railroad companies 
which has figured in the Northern Pa- 
cific deal, the Chicago, Milwaukee Ter- 
minal Railway Company, has ¢om- 
pletely passed out of sight, having been 
lost in the shuffle between tne Wis- 
consin Central Company, the :‘thicago 
and Northern Pacific, and the North- 
ern Pacific leasing of various lines. In 
consequence claims which have keen 
filed against the Northern j‘acilie be- 
cause of the operations of the micsing 
company were wihtdrawn when they 
were called by the master. 

The big claim of the Northern Pacific 
Railroad Company, the new corpora- 
tion, is allowed by the master at $86,- 
911.604. There is a further sum allowed 
which becomes due January 1, 1{07, 
for $499,717. In view of this the attor- 
neys for the general creditors expect 
to receive little more than 2 per cent. 
unless the court directs to make ade- 
quate payment, as the court has the 
power to do under the peculiar fo; e- 
closure decree. If the creditors must 
take their chances from the lands east 
of the Missouri River they will get but 
10 per cent. of what is left after the ex- 
penses are paid, for the new company 
will receive 90 per cent. under its big 
claim. While the lands are valuable 
there is quite a number of claims be- 
ing allowed as preferred and which 


will be paid in full, as well as the 
other claims. —

NEW INTEREST AWAKENED. 


One Ballot and No Change—Little 
Evidence—Early Report. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS’ NIGHT REPORT.]- 

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 24.—New inter- 
est in the Senatorial fight was 
awakened this evening by the arrival 
of Irving M. Scott, who immediately 
opened up headquarters in the Golden 
Eagle Hotel. His coming is attended 
by a large delegation of prominent 
citizens from San Francisco, who will 
make his fight for him. There are 
rumors of gains for Scott when the 
ballot is taken tomorrow, but noth- 
ing has yet been advanced to show 
where this gain is. 

The balloting for United States Sen- 
ator has become a monotonous affair. 
Little interest is taken in it by any 
one. But one ballot.was taken today. 
Aside from the difference made by a 
number of absentees there was no 
change made over the vote of yester- 
day.

This friend had money enough 
to pay one railroad fare, but, as he had 
his wife with him, he needed two tick- 
ets. Merrill had tried to: get the two 
tickets for one fare and had failed. The 
matter had‘been explained to Dan 
Burns, and Burns had bought the 
‘tickets and given them. to 
friend. . The witness considered that 
Burns had acted out of motives of pure 


some obligations to Burns, but not 
enough to cause him to vote to elect 
Burns to the United States Senate. 

The committee will probably complete 
its labors by tomorrow night. Its re- 
port is looked for before the end of 
the week. This evening the members 
held a short executive session to dis- 
cuss the plan and scope of their re- 
port. Little was accomplished, how- 
ever. Adjournment was taken until 9 
o'clock tomorrow morning. The testi- 
mony of Lamberson of Visalia, who is 
expected to arrive on the noontrain to- 
morrow and that of Assemblyman Dale, 
who is reported as being’ too ill to give 
testimony, will complete the evidence 
that will be taken.

BOXING EXHIBITION BY AL NEIL

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 24.—A_ box- 
ing exhibition under the auspices of 
the National Club tonight, attracted an 
immense crowd at Woodward's Pa- 
vilion.

At the close 
of the twentieth round, Referee Jim. 
McDonald called the result a draw. 
This decision elicited a storm of hisses 
and the general opinion was that Neil 
should have been given the fight.

BIG STOCK GAMBLE. 


How the Santa Fe Boys Have Beaten 
the Wali-street Tiger. 


The Santa Fé boys, from chief clerk 
down to brakemen and switch-tenders, 
have been getting in their deadly work 
on the bucket shops for the past three 
weeks. The stock which is listed as. 
“Atchison preferred,”’ and whieh comes 
over the wires as “Atch. Pr.;’’ for the 
sake of brevity, has been the subject of 
this profitable speculation. During the 
dark and gloomy days of the Reinhart 
management, the Santa Fé and all its 
belongings got considerable of a black- 
eye, which the excellent and discreet 
work of the late Kenneth H. Wade; at 
this end of the line, was unable to over- 
come: But with the incaming of a new 
and abler board of directors, the Santa 
Fé began to hold up its head, and its 
boundless resources of traffic began 
to assert their supremacy. On the 7th 
day of the present month the “Atchison 
preferred” was quoted at 31, and closed’ 
strong. 

Then began a series of advances un- 
precedented in the history of stock- 
gambling in Wall street, for lo! these 
many years, the legitimate outgrowth 
of good internal management, aided by 
@& gradual increase of traffic. Since the 
date above given the “Atchison pre- 
ferred’”’ stock has advanced an average 
of four points daily and never receded 
more than two in any one day. All the 
enployés cy the road have indulged in 
more or less successful speculation on 
that account. The following table 
shows the advances in the three days 
past:

All the boys ‘“‘got some of the 
pie.” If a brakeman got off at noon 
for an hour, instead of going to lunch 
and putting in a half hour over his 
“coffee and sinkers,’”’ he slipped’ up to 
the bucket shop and put a $5 piece on 
“Atch Pr.,’’ with continuously favor- 
able results. The consequence is that 
one of those establishments owns up 
to a losing of over $8000 in the past ten 
days. But it is like all other sorts of 
gambling—you may win and you can 
lose, with the chances decidedly in 
favor of the can. Those who are well 
ahead of the ga-ne will do well to put 
their winnings into suburban real estate 
and take the chances of a big city’s 
natural growth reimbursing them for 
their outlay. If they stay in the game 
they are bound to lose their money in 
the long run.

GEN. WHEELER'S STATUS, 


House Judiciary Committee Begins 
That Investigation. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—The in- 
quiry ordered by the House of Repre- 
sentatives as to what members were 
holding outside offices—originally in- 
tended to determine the status of Maj.- 
Gen. Wheeler and other members in the 
army—was begun today by the Com- 

mittee on Judiciary. 

The inquiry was public, and besides 
the members of the committee, there 
were present Maj.-Gen. Wheeler, who 
made a full formal presentation of his 
views, holding that he was entitled to 
sit as a member of the House while 
eerving as a volunteer; Representative 
Hitt of Ilinois, a member of the Ha- 
waiian commission; Representative 
Moody of M-cssachusetts, a member 
of the Posta. Committee, and Repre- 
sentative Otjen of Wisconsin,.a mem- 
ber of the Industrial Committee, and 
Representative Gardiner of New Jer- 
sey, a member of the Industrial Com- 
emission, submitted a brief as to the 
right of members on that commission 
te old their places. Representative 
Bailey of Texas, who inaugurated the 
inquiry, was not present. The main 
interest attached to the statement of 
Gen. Wheeler, which was formally pre- 
pared. 


ANXIOUS OVER THE OUTLOOK. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—The sup- 
porters in the Senate of the Dill for 
the government of the Hawaiian Isl- 
ands as a Territory of the United 
States are growing somewhat anxious 
over the prospects. In view of the 
crowded condition of the calendar and 
the apparent indifference toward Ha- 
waiian legislation, they express the fear 
that the bill may not receive attention 
before adjournment, and they say if it 
does not there will be a most perplexing 
condition of affairs in the islands, which 
became a part of the Union by the 
adoption of the Newlands resolution 
in July last. 

SENATE AND HOUSE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—Two nota- 
ble speeches were delivered in the Sen- 
ate today, one by Mr. Lodge of Mas- 
sachusett's and the other by Mr. Clay 
of Georgia. While the two Senators 
differed diametrically as to the policy 
of expansion, upon which they dwelt, 
both are in favor of the immediate rati- 
fication of the pending peace treaty. 
They contend that once the treaty is 
ratified, Congress will have full power 
to deal with conditions respecting the 
territory acquired during the war with 
Spain and not before. Mr. Lodge par- 
ticularly argued for a formel declara- 
tion of peace, which could be had only 
vy the ratification of the treaty. 

Mr. Lodge spoke for only half an 
hour. His delivery was earnest, and 
his address had the attention of both 
Senators and occupants of the gal- 
leries throughout. At the conclusion of 
Mr. Lodge’s speech, Mr. Teller of Colo- 
rado, addressed the Senate upon a 
question wifh respect to the constitu- 
— powers of the government in the 
erritories, both prior to the starting 
‘of the legislative machinefy relating 
to the territories and subsequently 

ereto. His speech was a resume of 

e legislative act of Congress relating 
o territories and the constitutional 

earings of. those acts. 

In conclusion, Mr. Teller said that 
by citing his authorities he desired 
merely to place before the Senate and 
the country .an argument in support of 
‘his position that the Constitution by 
its own force, did not go into the ter- 
ritories, and that it Would not go into 
Cuba, Porto Rico or the Philippines. 

Mr. Clay (Dem.) of Georgia then ad- 
dressed the Senate. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Clay's speech 
Mr. Davis, chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Foreign Relations, was recog- 
nized to move an executive session. 

He yielded to Mr. Teller who de- 
sired to make an addition to the au- 
thorities which he had previously cited 
upon the force and effect of the Con- 
stitution in the Territories. He read 
an extract from a speech of Mr. Web- 
ster dealing with the rights of inhabi- 
tants of Territories of the United 
States. He expressed the belief that 
the citation he had made covered a 
point raised previously by Mr. Hoar., 

Mr. Hoar, in reply, contended that 
the quotation from Mr. Webster which 
Mr. Teller had referred to, did not 
meet his point. His desire was, he 
said, to know before the Senate’s feet 
were entangled by the ratification of 
the treaty, whether the Fiilpinos were 
to be regarded as citizens or subjects of 
the United States. | 

In a brief reply, Mr. Teller said he 
was not in favor of extending to the 
Filipinos at present all the privileges 
and rights of citizens of the United 
States and he did not think the treaty 
extended any such privileges. 

The Senate then, at 2:35 p.m., on mo- 
tion of Mr. Davis, went into execu- 
tive session and at 5:32 p.m., adjourned. 

ARMY REORGANIZATION BILL 

The debate on the Army Reorganiza- 
tion Bill opened in the House today 
under an agreement by which the gen- 
eral debate is to run fifteen -hours, 
exclusive of three night sessions, the 
final vote to be taken not later than 
3 o'clock next Tuesday. Practically 
three propositions are before’ the 


House, the House Bill providing for a 
gtanding army of 100,000 men: the mi- 
-nority substitute increasing the, stand- 


ing army to 30,000 men, and lodging 
with the President discretionary pow- 
ers to call out 50,000 volunteers for 
emergency. service, and a proposition 
to continue temporarily the regular 
army at its present war strength— 
62,000 men. It is also understood that 
Mr. Marsh (Rep.) of Lllinois will cham- 
pion the Miles Bill. Among the sup- 
porters of the majority bill there are 
those who, like Mr. McClellan (Dem.) 
of New York, a son of Gen. George B. 
McClellan, favor a provision for a 
general staff, made up of officers of the 
line, so as to make the army organi- 
zation responsible to a single head. 
The fate of the measure is still con- 
sidered doubtful, although Chairman 
Hull and his friends profess great con- 
fidence in its passage. The debate to- 
day was not exciting. 

HOUSE NIGHT SESSION. 


There were only eighteen members 
present at the night session, but the 
Ralleries were thronged. The evening 
was devoted to set speeches. The prin- 
cipal one was made by Simpson (Pop.) 
of, Kansas, in opposition to the bill. 

Mr. Simpson's argument was devoted 
mainly against imperialism. 
elared that the demand for a large 
Standing army was pressed by those 
who desired a strong centrallized gOV- 
ernment and those who wanted the 
country to enter upon the dream of 
colonial empire. He thought it better 
to give up the Philippines, together 
with the $20,000,000 paid for them, than 
to hold them and raise questions and 
complications which would involve 
future generations. 

He said that within a few days Gen. 
Shafter. in a public speech in -this city 
had said that in asserting our domain 
over the Philippines, we would prob- 
ably have to Rill half the natives. 
Neither the Duke of Alva nor any 
other Spaniard had ever Suggested any- 
thing half as revolting. At the ene of 
the nineteenth century, a major-general 
of the United States army declared it 
to be necessary to sacrifice 5.000.000 hu- 
man beings in order that justice might 
to the remainder. Was

FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
CLOSING SESSION. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—SENATE.— 
When the Senate convened today Mr. 
Gallinger hada resolution passed which 
he intimated might show a scandal in 
connection with the management of the 
Washington asylum of this city, the re- 
sponsibility fur which he frankly placed 
at the door of Congress. It provided 
for an investigation of the asylum by 
the Committee on District Columbia. 

Mr. Gallinger said there were 628 in- 
mates of the institution. In the work- 
house for males there were 216 bunks 
and 514 inmutes. He deemed the situa- 
tion to be a disgrace to Washington, 
and calculated to bring reproach upon 
Congress. 

As Mr. Lodge of Massachusetts was 
about to take the floor to deliver his 
speech upon the policy of expansion, his 
colleague, Mr. Hoar, noted the absence 
of a quorum. A roll call developed 
the presence of forty-seven Senators. 

At the conclusion of routine business 
Mr. Lodge (Rep.) of Massachusetts was 
recognized to deliver his announced 
speech upon the policy of expansion. 

Mr. Lodge’s position on the Foreign 
Relations Committee and his well- 
known antagonism to the _.s on the 
question of expansion and ratification 
of the peace treaty entertained by his 
distinguished colleague, Mr. Hoar, 
aroused unusual interest in his address. 

MR. LODGE ON EXPANSION. 

Mr. Lodge spoke, in part, as follows: 

“Mr. President: In.connection with 
these resolutions and others, which 
have been introduced, two questions 
have been raised, one of constitutional 
law and one of public policy. It is not 
my purpose to enter at any lengt into 
the forenal discussion. I believc that 
the United States has the undoubted 
power, which it hAas frequently exer- 
cised, to acquire territory and to hold 
and govern it. 

“IT am ready to admit, if necessary, 
that action in these directions must be 
taken for constitutional purposes, but 
the constitutionality of the purposes, 
when Congress is about to exercise 
these, or any other powers, must be 
determined by Congress itself, through 
its majority. I believe that the power 
of the United States in any territory or 
possession outside the limits of the 
States themselves, is absolute With 
the single exception of the limitation 
placed upon such outside possessions by 
the thirteenth amendment. Such, at all 
events, has been the policy of the 
United States and its course of action 
in practice. 

“I will not enter into any discussion 
of the Dred Scott decision which has 
been so admirably dealt with by the 
Senator from Ohio. I was brought up 
to believe that no greater injury was 
ever attempted against the Supreme 
Court, than when for political reasons, 
that decision was forced upon it. I was 
also brought up to believe that the fa- 
mous obiter dictum of Chief Justice

Taney was as bad in law as it was in’ 


politics and human doctrine. I am nour 
very old, but that is a belief which I 
am told too old to unlearn now. I am 
content to stand on the broad proposi- 
tion laid down by Webster in debate 
in 1849, that the territories are not part 
of the United States, but: bélong to the 
United States. as England’s colonies be- 
long to England. 

“Constitutions do not make people; 
peopl& make constitutions. 
. Constitution is great and ad- 
mirable, because the men who made 
it were so and the people who ratified 
it and have lived under it were and 
are brave, intelligent and lovers of lib- 
erty. There is a higher sanction and a 
surer protection to life and liberty, to 
the right of free speech and trial by 
jury to justice and humanity in the tra- 
ditions, the beliefs, the habits of mind 
and the character of the American peo- 
ple than any which can be afforded by 
any Constitution, no matter how wisely 
drawn. Holding these views as to our 
constitutional powers, the great ques- 
tion now before the American people 
resolves itself in my mind to one of 
policy purely. 

ONLY ONE QUESTION NOW. 

“There is only one question demand- 
ing actual and immediate decision now 
before Congress and the people, and 
that is whether the treaty with Spain 
shall be ratified or not. I have heard 
no opposition to any part of the treaty 
except such portion of it as relates to 
the Philippines, arid that, therefore, is 


‘the sole point upon which I desire to 


touch. In our war with Spain we con. 
quered the Philippines, or to put it more 
exactly, we destroyed the power of 
Spain in those islands and took posses- 
sion of their capital. The treaty cedes 
the Philippines to us. It is wisely and 
skillfully drawn. It commits us to no 
policy, to no course of action whatever, 
in regard to the Philippines. 

“When that treaty is ratified we have 
full power and are free to do with 
those islands as we please, and the 
opposition to its ratification mar e 
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Strong, steady nerves 
Are needed fcr success

summed up in a single sentence, that 
the American people and the American 
Congress are not to be trusted with 
that power, and that freedom of action 
in regard to the inhabitants of these 
distant islands. We must either ratify 
the treaty or reject it, for I cannot 
supose that any one would seriously 
advance the proposition that we should 
amend the treaty in such a way as to 
make pledges to Spain and to Spain 
alone, and to give bond to Spain and to 
Spain alone, for our good conduct in 
a matter which will be wholly our own 
to decide. Let us look, then, ai the two 
alternatives. Suppose we ratify. the 
treaty. The islands pass from the pc s- 
session of Spain into our possession 
withovt committing us to any policy. 

“IT believe we can be trusted as a 
people to deal honestly and justly with 
the islands, and their inhabitants, thus 
given to our care. Vihat our precise 
policy shall be I do not know, because 
I for one, am not sufficiently informed 
as to the conditions there, to be able 
to say that it will be best to do nor, I 
may add, do I think any one is. But I 
believe that we shali have the wisdom 
not to attempt to incorporate thoge isl- 
and with our body politic, or make their 
inhabitants part of our citizenship, or 
set their labor alongside of ours and 
within our tariff to compete in any in- 
dustry with American workmen. I be- 
lieve that we shall have the courage 
not to depart from those islands fear- 
fully, timidly and unworthily and leave 
them to anarchy among themselves, to 
the brief and bloody domination of 
some self-constituted dictator, and to 
the quick conquest of other powers who 
will have no such hesitation “s we 
should feel in crushing them into sub- 
jection by harsh and repressive meth- 
od 


DESTINY FOR US TO DECIDE. 

“Tt is for us to decide the destiny of 
the Philippines, not for Europe, and we 
ean do it alone and -vithout assistance. 
I believe that we snall have the wis- 
dom, the self-restraint and the ability 
to restore peace and order in those isl- 
ands, and give to their people an op-| 
portunity for self-government and for 
freedom under the protecting shield of 
the United States until the time shall 
come when they shall be able to stand 
alone if they do not themselves desire 
to remain under our protection. 

“Tf T did not have faith in the Ameri- 
can ' wple and their government, I 
would » my best to prevent the rati- 
fication of the treaty, and I can see 
no other ground of opposition. But as 
I have a profound faith in both, I 
want to take those islands from Spain 
in the only way which it can be done, 
by the ratification of the treaty, and 
then leave it to the President—wise, 
humane, patriotic—to the American 
Congress, and to the American people, 
who have never failed in any great 
duty or feared to face any great Te- 
sponsibility, to deal with them in that 
spirit of justice, humanity and liberty 
which has made us all that we are 
to day, and can ever hope to be.” 

MR. CLAY’S CLEAR VIEWS. 

Mr. Clay of Georgia, one of the 
Democratic Senators Who expects to 
vote for the ratification of the treaty, 
then addressed the Senate on the ques- 
tion of territorial expansion. He mace 
it very clear that nothing should be 
allowed to stand in the way of prompt 
ratification, but that this government 
should make the Filipinos the same 
promise cf ultimate independence held 
out to the Cubans. Mr. Clay con- 
cluded by calling attention to Gen. 
Leonard Wood’s statement before the 
Military Committee, that it would re- 
quire 50,000 soldiers for Cuba, and said: 

“In my judgment, the acquisition 
and eetention of the Philippine Islands 
means an army of 150,000 soldiers. It 
means that the annual expenses of the 
army will increase from $20,000,000 to 
$200.000,000. A large standing army also 
means that the pension list will be in- 
creased from $5,000,000 to $10,000,000 an- 
nually.”’ 

Mr. Hoar of Massachusetts, replying 
to a statement of Mr. Teller, declared 
that Mr. Tellec’s quotation from Mr. 
Webster fell far shert of fitting the 
present case. He wanted especially to 
know whether the Filipinos were to 
be regarded as citizens or subjects; 
having the right of trial by jury, the 
right of habeas corpus, etc., enjoyed 
by the people of this country. It is 
essential. he said, that this point 
should be definitely defined, and Mr. 
Hoar complained that the supporters 
of the_treaty had been found unwilling 
to make this point clear to the coun- 


try. 

At 2:35 p.m., on motion of Mr. Davis, 
the Senate went into executive .ses- 
sion. and thereupon resumed consid- 
eration of Senator Berry’s motion to 
consider the peace treaty in open ses- 
sion.

The opening of the debate on the Army 


‘Reorganization Bill attracted a large 


attendance in the galleries of the 
House today. Mr. Mercer (Rep.,) Ne- 
braska, attempted to secure unanimous 
consent for settirg aside February 11 
for the consideration of public build- 
ing bil's, but Mr. Mahon (Rep.) of 
Pennsylvania cliected. Mr. Hull, 
chairman of the Military Affairs Com- 
mittee. in charge of the Army Bill, 
then asx2d the House to ratify an 
agreement made in committee that he 
should contre! the time in favor .of 
the bill. and Mr. Sulzer (Dem.) of New 
York. the senior minority member of 
the committee ‘n opposition to the 
bill. 

At Mr. Sulzer’g suggestion, it was 
agreed that thevote should be taken 
not later than 3 o’clock on Tuesday 
next. 

Mr. Hay, from the minority of the 
committee, gave notice that the minor- 
ity had united upon a substitute bill, 
which would be offered at the proper 
time. The House then went into com- 
mittee of the whole and took up the 
bill under the agreement for fifteen 
hours for general debate, with night 
sessions tonight, tomorrow and Thurs- 
day night. 

. DEBATE ON THE BILL. 

Mr. Hull opened the debate in advo- 

cacy of the bill, in a brief speech. The 


‘bill. fixed no maximum strength for 


the entire army, but under the organiz- 
ation would permit a strength of 100,- 
000 men.

in the discretion of the President, of

Mr. Hull declared-that the present 
situation was a dangerous one. We 
were confronted with grave responsi- 
bilities, even though we held the Phil- 
ippines ter porarily. No one could tell 
what would happen in thirty days. We 
could not afford to sacrifice efficiency 
to economy. 

Mr. Cox (Dem.,) «of Tennessee, a 
member of the committee, replied to 
Mr. Hull. He directed his argument 
against the main proposition to in- 
crease the army to 100,000. If we needed 
such a standing army in time of peace, 
something must have gone radically 
wrong with our institutions. 

Mr. McClellan (Dem.) of New York, 
followed in support of the bill. 

Mr. Hay (Dem.) of Virginia, a mem- 
ber of the committee, then took the 
floor in opposition to the bill. He said 
this country had denrended in every 
crisis upon the volunteers, and he con- 
sidered such an army the peer of raw 
recru.ts with the advantage that when 
their services were hot needed they 
could be musteréd out, and millions in 
taxes saved the people by making it 
unnecessary to maintain a large stand- 
ing army- He did not believe such a 
large army necessary, or such a vast 
expenditure of money justified. 

Mr. Parker (Rep.,) of New Jersey, 
advocated the nacsage of the bill. 

Mr. Bell of Colorado opposed the bill 
in toto. as a measure designed to pre- 
pare the way for imperialism. 

Mr. Brown (Rep.) of Ohio, supported 
the bill. In the course of his remarks 
he quoted from the President’s mes- 
Sages and utterances to show that 
there was not an official or unofficial 
word which stood in the way of the ul- 
timate freedom and independence of 
the Philippines. As the military com- 
mander, the President had taken tem- 
porary possession of the islands. 

Mr. Landam (Dem.,) of Texas, who 
closed the debate at the afternoon ses- 
sion, against the bill, devoted his time 
principally to an argument against 
imperialism.

Filipino Junta in London Alarmed. 
Agoncillo’s Message. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
LONDON, Jan. 24.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.}] The Filipino junta here today 
received a cable message from Agon- 
cillo, Aguinaldo’s representative at 
Washington, declaring that the pros- 
pects were improving, though the 

work was difficult. 

The absence of direct news from Ma- 
nila, and the receipt of secret intelli- 
gence from Washington is causing the 
gravest anxiety among the Filipinos 
here. The arrests of Filipinos by Maj.- 
Gen. Otis and the news that numbers 
of Filipinos have fled is disregarded as 
a most serious occurrence. It is pointed 
out by the Filipinos that this is ex- 
actly what happened in 1896 under 
Gen. Blanco, when the Filipinos, on the 
following day attacked the Spaniards 
and the revolution broke out. 

Members of the Filipino junta in this 
city say they are so anxious to avoid 
war that they are cabling Manila to- 
day urging the Filipinos “not to start 
hostilities if there is the remotest pos- 
sibility of aveyting trouble,” 


WAR INVESTIGATION, 


Maj. Townsend Testifies That the 
Canned Beef Was Good.

ARIZONA’S PATRON SAINT 


Bill Introdaced to Pension Charles 
D. Poston for Life. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
PHOENIX (Ariz.,) Jan. 24. — A bill 
was introduced in the Assembly today 
by Scott of Maricopa, to pension the 
venerable Charles D. Poston, Arizona’s 
patron saint. The bill recites that in 
January, 1854 ,Mr. Poston prospected 
the Ajo mines in what is now Pima 
county, and in the same year organized 
the first mining company to invest 

capital in what is now Arizona. 

From 1856 to 1861 he was deputy 
Clerk and Recorder of Dona Ana 
county, then embracing all of Ari- 
zona. In 1863 he and the Congressional 
delegate from New Mexico had the 
bill drawn and brought about the leg- 
islation which made Arizona a terri- 
tory. Mr. Poston gave Arizona its 
name and was its first Territorial dele- 
gate in Congress, in 1864. From 1867 to 
1880, he was register of the United 
States Land Office in the Territory. 

The bill declares that among all the 
pioneers of the Territory. Mr. Poston 
was preéminently the moving spirit and 
in fact may truly be said to he the 
father of Arizona: Mr. Poston is now 
over 70 years of age, in feeble health, 
and without income. The bill author- 
izes the payment of $25 monthly out 
of the general tax fund.

—According to advices received here 
from the Desaguadaro district, or inter- 
Alpine Valley, in Bolivia and Peru, a 
fierce battle took place on January 17 
at Curibay, thirteen leagues from La 
Paz, the nominal capital. of Bolivia, 
between the vanguard of the federalist 
troops, or insurgent troops, who now 
occupy La Paz, and the vanguard of 
the forces commanded by President 
Alonzo. The latter was defeated with 
a loss of a colonel and forty-three men 
killed. The insurgents also captured 
sixty prisoners. Desertions from the 
President's troops are occurring daily.

(RAILROAD RECORD.! 


JIM HILLAFTER THE TERMINAL 


Mount Lowe and Its Bonds—Rail- 
road Men’s Movements. 

It is a pretty well established fact in 
the minds of railroad men that James 
McFadden’'s road, which runs from 
Santa Ana to Newport landing, and 
thence to the celery beds, is about to be 
extended westerly as far as Westmin- 
ster, at least. It is also accepted as 
a fact that the Terminal will build 
eastward to meet this road somewhere 
about Westminster or Garden Grove. 
If this is done, the Southern Pacific 
will. in all probability, build from the 
Alamitos track to the celery beds. This 
will not be done this year, as the cel- 
erg cron is how mostly moved. But 
there are only five miles to build, and 
as the Southern Pacific people estimate 
that there are 600 to 750 cars of cel- 
ery, they will try to get as near to 
the business as possible. 

In tt's connection comes up an in- 
teresting story from a source which 
ought to be thoroughly trustworthy. 
This is to the effect that J. J. Hill is 
really the man whose eye is on the Ter- 
minal. This progressive railroad 
builder hes recently acquired a con- 
siderable interest in the Pacific Coast 
Company, including the Pacific Coast 
Steamship Company. He will have a 
good deal to gay in the future about 
the management of this concern. It 
is thought by the railroad people that 
an effort will be made to handle a 
good deal of freight for Southern Cali- 
fornia. by the steamers, and means of 
distributing this in the interior, as 
far as possible, are very desirable. The 
Terminal, as it is, and still more so, if 
connected with the McFadden road, 
would reach a good deal of desirable 
territory. 

The Mount Lowe Railroad is just 
now causing a good deal of interest in 
Washington. As has been published, 
Prof. Lowe built his road over a gov- 
ernment reservation. To acquire ‘title 
to the right-of-way, the bondholders 
through their receiver, J. T. Torrence, 
have a bill before Congress to grant 
them this relief. At the same _ time 
Prof. Lowe has a bill before Congress 
asking for a title to several sections 
of land reaching from Alpine Tavern 
to Mount Wilson. If he gets this, the 
extension of the road IMyond the tav- 
ern would be blocked. There is a lively 
interest likely to arise, as each inter- 
est will be pretty certain to fight the 
other before Congress. 

The hunt for the bonds of the road 
is still active, and $270 is now the 
quoted rate for these securities, which 
have a face value of $1000. It is 
averred that it is after all the Singer 
estate which is seeking to buy up the 
bonds, and that the attorney for the 
estate. a Mr. Cody, of Chicago, is the 
man who is buying them. Some of the 
holders will not sell, thinking the prop- 
erty will be made valuable. 

Articles of incorporation have been 
filed, by which the Los Angeles Rail- 
way Company and the Main Street 
and Agricultural Park Railway Com- 
pany are consolidated ito one, the 
loos Angeles Railway Company. The 
directors are the same as published 
before, when the Huntington syndicate 
took over the property. 

Harry Bush, general agent of the 
‘Frisco line, is here from San Fran- 
cisco. 

Edmund Chambers, general freight 
agent of the Santa Fé, has gone to 
San Diego to supervise the loading and 
unloading of the Belgian King. She 
brings about two hundred carloads of 
freight, or 4000 toss, and will take out 
about an equal amount. The handling 
of 8000 tons of goods, unloading and 
loading again 200 cars a month, will 
make lively times on the wharf. It is 
hoped that this work can be dene in- 
side of ten days, so that steamers may 
not be delayed longer than that each 
trip. If this is done, the Belgian King 
will sail on her return trip Monday or 
Tuesday.

LETTER 


ASKS THAT FILIPINO REPUBLIC 
BE RECOGNIZED. 


Calls Attention to Conditions Which 
He Thinks Require Immediate 
Alleviation by Us 


CANNOT CONCEIVE WHY IT IS. 


CLAIMS THAT ORDER PREVAILS IN 
THE ISLANDS, 


Affairs in the Philippines, Cuba and 
Porto Rico and What is Trans- 
piring There—Havana Bank 
and Taxes, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—In his 
communication to the Secretary of 
State today, Sefior Agoncillo call at- 
tention to the fact that on January lil 
he addressed a letter to him upon the 
question of recognition, forwarding 
with it a memorandum demonstrating 
that, according to all American prece- 
dents, the Philippine republic was en- 
titled to recognition, and in the same 
letter invited the attentien of the Sec- 
retary to the present strained condi- 
tions at Manila, where over-zeal on 
either side might create a condition 
resulting in grievous loss of life, and 
urging the necessity of an early and 
frank communication between the rep- 
resentatives of the two countries. 

He further calls attention to the fact 
that since his letter was written the 
very circumstances he feared have 
brought the two countries to the edge 
of war, and says that the language 
used by him was so prophetic that sub- 
sequent facts have amply justified igs 
employment. 

He now desires to call the attention 
of the Secretary to certain conditions 
which, in his opinion, require immedi- 
ate alleviation. There are, he says, at 
the present time, 20,000 American troops 
at Manila, controling a population of 
about. 300,000. A number of war ves- 
sels are stationed in the harbor, and 
many other American men-of-war and 
transports are to be found within the 
archipelago, although the actual pos- 
session of the American troops extends 
over not to exceed 143 square miles out 
of more than 2000. 

He points out the fact that but lately 
the United States and Philippine govern- 
ments have been associated in a con- 
flict against a common enemy, the 
United States accomplishing its purpose 
by the expulsion of Spain from the 
West Indies, while the desire of the 
Philippine republic has been practi- 
cally attained by the almost complete 
expulsion of the Spanish from the Phil- 
ippine Islands; the Philippine govern- 
ment, now holding as _ prisoners 
of war between 9000 and 10,000 
Spanish soldiers, and the Spanish pos- 
sessions only a few mall garrion in 
isolated points of minor importance. 

He is, therefore, unable to conceive 
any reason why the armies and navies 
of the United States, lately employed 
against a common enemy, should be 
turned against America’s recent asso- 
ciate. 

He points out that the Philippines are 
in a state of order, possessing a govern- 
ment satisfactory to their inhabitants 
and without an enemy within their bor. 
ders offering any resistance to its oper- 
ations, and are at peace with all the 
world. 

He wishes the Secretary of State will 
} appreciate in view of the circumstances 
detailed, the quieting, reassuring effect 
upon the minds of his countrymen to 
result} from a disclaimer upon the 
part of the American government of 
any intention to attack their liberties 
and independence. 

He expresses his gratitude to America 
for services rendered, and hopes that 
friendly relations may continue, and 
urges the importance of an immediate 
answer. 


OPPOSED THE COMMISSION, 


Filipinos Say it is a Scheme to Gain 
Time—Manila Advices. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

MANILA, Jan. 20, via Hongkong, 
Jan. 24.—[By Asiatic Cable.] The Mde- 
pendencia today issued a supplement 
containing a dispatch purporting to be 
from Malolos, the seat of the rebel gov- 
ernment. It comments upon the ap- 
pointment of the commission, and 


says: 

~ “The Filipinos naturally suspect this 
is a new attempt to humbug. Both 
Dewey and Spencer Pratt promised us 
independence, if the Filipino republic 
was stable. The Filipinos are disillu- 
sioned. They ‘believe the commission is 
a ruse to gain time until they have ac- 
cumulated formidable forces, when 
America, abusing her strength, will 
begin a war to ratify her sovereignty.” 

The Independentia then alleges that 
all the commissioners are partisans of 
colonial expansion and _ incidentally 
asserts that the archbishop also favors 
annexation, “with the sole object of 
gaining the sympathies of the winning 
side. immaterial within the interests 
of the religious corporations.” 

The Filipinos of Caloocan and Gega- 
langin, mistaking salutes exchanged 
between British and German warships 
on January 18, moved 3000 men to the 
front in order of battle, covering the 
adjacent country, but they did not at- 
tack the American lines. 

Reports from the interior indicate 
that Aguinaldo’s authority is now gen- 
erally recognized. Every available male 
is being recruited and arms depots are 
being established at San .Bernardino, 
Union, Trinidad and other large towns. 
The surrounding country is being levied 
on for supplies, and the Filipino troops 
are living on the fat of the land, while 
the native villagers are compelled to 
subsist on rice. 

There is some friction between the 
Filipino civil and military authorities, 
but they are united on the question of 
independence. 

It is estimated that there are fully 
30,000 Filipinos under arms, and it is 
said that there are nearly fifty Maxim 
guns at Malolos, some of them having 
been recently acquired. 

The Filipino military authorities are. 
convinced, they say, that the Ameri- 
cans will be unable to work effectively 
outside of Manila in the event of hos- 
tilities, hence they feel confident in the 
future. 

Many of the Filipino officers compalin 
of alleged discourteous treatment upon 
the part of Americans at Manila.

DADY & CO.”S CLAIM, 


Opinion on Contract Relations Rela- 
tive to Havana Sewers.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—The Attor- 
ney-General has rendered an opinion to 
the Secretary of War on the clain of 
Michael J. Dady & Co., as to certain 
contract relations between them and 
the city of Havana, relative to sewering 
and. paving in said city. The comple- 
tion of the proposed contract, the At- 
torney-General says, would involve an 
expenditure for the benefit of the city 
of $14,000,000, to be secured by an issue 
of municipal bonds. 

“The importance of the matter in- 
volved,” says the Attorney-General, 
“and the difficulty of understanding the 
rights and interests of the people of 
Havana with reference thereto, are 
sufficient and conclusive reasons why 
the restraint contained in the order of 
December last should not be reversed 
by the military authorities of the 
United States at the present time. The 
administration of the United States in 


Cuba is of a military nature and merely’ 


temporary. No action binding the isl- 
and or any of its municipalities to large 
expenditures and continuing in debt 
ought to be made; except upon grounds 
of immediate necessity which, in this 
case, do not appear to be pressing. 

“As to whether the claims of Dady 
& Co. are well founded, whether they 
are sufficiently complete to constitute a 
contract, and whether the authorities 
of Havana ought ultimately to recog- 
nize and confirm them are questions 
which ought to be left to the decision 
of the authorities of Havana—not while 
that city is in a disturbed and par- 
tially disorganized condition consequent 
upon a recent war, and a change of na- 
tional sovereignty, but when it shall 
hereafter resume its nominal functions 
under such conditions of order and 
tranquility as will pernit, its author- 
ities to deal intelligently and justly 
with the subject.’ 


CUBAN POSTAL COMMISSION, 


Chairman Returns—Four Other Mem- 
bers Continue Investigations, 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT,] 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—Chairman 
Machen of the Cuban Postal GCommis- 
sion, is now in the city, having made 
his preliminary report to the Postmas- 
ter-General, but the other four mem- 
bers of the commission have remained 
in Cuba to inspect the large offices 
throughout the island.

HAVANA BANKS. 


Finance Committee Examines Two 
Executions Held by Them. 
[A. I. EARLY MORNING REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Jan. 24.—A dispatch to 
the Tribune from Havana says: 

“The Finance Committee which is in- 
vestigating the financial condition of 
the Havana municipality today exam- 
ned executions which are held by two 


banks against the city. These are the } 
Spanish Bank and the Bank of Com- 


merce. The latter is owned by Engtish 
Capital. Jt has a lien for substantially 
$25,000,000, but has nothing to do with 
the collection of taxes or with the in- 
come ef the municipality. The Spanish 
Bank has all these privileges. The com- 
mission is satisfied from today’s ex- 
amination that. fhe total bond indebt- 
edness of Havana does not exceed $12,- 
500,000. It hopes for an early measure 


which will free the city from the 
clutches of the Spanish Bank. Until 
this is done the municipality will 


hardly collect money enough for cur- 
rent expenses and will have nothing 
for public improvements. News that 
the American authorities are preparing 
a fiscal system for the collection and 
disbursement of taxes is quieting the 
Violence of the agitation against the 
Spanish Bank. 

“CoHector Bliss has gratified the mer- 
chants and importers by establishing a 
system for the refunding of customs 
duties which may have been overpaid, 
It is a plan that is followed in the cus- 
tom houses in the United States. Under 
the Spanish system no refund is per- 
mitted. The importers are gratified 
with the new system. Little friction is 
now experienced in the administra- 
tion of tariff duties. 

“A report from Washington that the 
Cuban commission will return with au- 
thority to pay the insurgent troops to 
the amount of $3.000.000 has caused a 
better feeling here. This will test their 
rood faith in promising to disband 
when the first payment is made. It is 
enough to enable them to return to 
their homes in the country, and to be- 
gin rebuilding their farms. Between 
the sugar plantations, which are grind- 
ing. and the public improvements 
which will be carried on by the Ameri- 
can authorities, no able-bodied man 
in Cuba will lack for work during the 
next three months. The customs re- 
ceipts will not enable any part of th 
appropriation to be repaid for some 
time. Bv the end of this month (Co!- 
lector Bliss will have $750,000 subject 
to the order of Gen. Brooke, but the 
expenses of administration are imper- 


ative. Sanitary improvements will help 


to eat it all up, and the customs re- 
ceipts in the future will not be so 
heavy. 

“The San José dock and warehouse 
property negotiations have been econ- 
ducted throvueh Lawrence Turnure. 
sucesscor to Moses Taylor and Gom- 
pany of New York, on behalf of Mr. 
Watson and other Boston capitalists. 
The papers have not been signed, but 
the basis of the purchase is said to 
have been fixed at $3.500.0%. and the 
transaction is to be closed this week.” 


CTBAN TAX COLLECTIONS, 


Complaints Against Havana Bank 
Discussed by Cabinet. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—The protest 
against the continuation of the Spanish 
bank at Havana as a medium for tax 
collection was thoroughly discussed at 
the Cabinet meeting today, and Gen. 
Brooke's statements of objection car- 
ried conviction into the minds of the 
Cabinet officers, although no final ac- 
‘tion was taken. :

AGUINALDO’S STEP. 


Government Notified of His VPublic 
Proclamation of a Republic.

CHICAGO, Jan. 24.—A special to the 
Tribune from Washington ‘says. the 
government has been notified that 
Aguinaldo took a decisive step and 
publicly proclaimed the republic of 
the Philippines. The ceremony took 
place at Malolos and was witnessed 
by the members of his Cabinet. This 
news comes from Manila where the 
tidings, of Aguinaldo’s procedure was 
received with public demonstrations of 
a mild sort. 

All is not plain sailing for the In- 
surgents as it is said the rival author- 
ities at Cebu are fighting. The trouble 
has not yet reached an acute state, but 
the safety of the town and surrounding 
country is in danger. The northern 
provinces have recently given indica- 
tions that they are not in accord with 
Aguinaldo and should his froclama- 
tion lead to hostilities with the Ameri- 
cans he may have a revolution as well 
as a war of conquest on his hands. 

Another serious feature, according to 
the disnatches, is that the interior of 
Luzon is in a ferment. Native officers 
have been murdered and no. effort 
made to punish the criminals.

vriefly, the people of the United States 
have the undoubted right to pursue 
whatever policy they see fit to pursue 
with reference to the Philippines. The 
sovereign people of this republic, who 
have the power to make and unmake 
constitutions or statutes, have the | 
power to determine what shall be the 
policy of our government toward. the 
Philippines, and toward other terri- 
tory in which Spanish sovereignty has 
been overthrown. This position is 
obviously sound. As Tuer TIMES has 
heretofore pointed out, the decision 
of this question must ultimately fall 
upon ‘the people of the United States, 
who are the final arbiters in all great 
and important issues. The men who 
ure in power, temporarily, may decide 
current issues according to their best 
judgment, as it is their duty to do. 
But such decisions are not final. They 
are subject to review by the people, 
and no national policy can truly be 
said to have been adopted until the 
sovereign people have set upon it the 
stamp,_of their indorsement. 

So much for the constitutional 
“right” of the United States govern- 
mgt to take upon itself the responsi- 
bitty of governing. the Philippines. 
Regarding the question in the light of 
public policy, other phases of the sub- 
ject are presented. Admitting that 
‘we have full power and authority to 
assume control of the islands, is it 
wise or politic for us to exercise that 
power? Ought we not to held aloof 
from any such entangling alliances, 
shut ourselves within the confines of 
our present territorial domain, and 
Jet the weak, foolish, and wicked world 
go its way without us? The words of 
Senator Lodge on this subject are 
pregnant with patriotic faith in the 
wisdom and justice of the American 
peoplés They will bear repetition and. 
careful study.: ‘He eatd,-in part:

But I believe that we shall have 
the wisdom not to attempt to incor- 
porate those islands with our body 
politic, or make their inhabitants part 
of our citizenship, or set their labor 
alongside of ours, and within our 
tariff, to compete in any industry with 
American workmen. I believe that we 
shall have the courage not to depart 
from. those islands fearfully, timidly 
and unworthily and leave them to 
anarchy among themselves, to the brief 
and bloody domination of some self- 
constituted dictator, and to the quick 
conquest of other powers who will 
have no such hesitation as we should 
feel in crushing them into subjection 


by harsh and repressive methods.” 


This is a broad, patriotic and com- 
prehensive view of the situation. The 
American people can be trusted to do 
what is right and expedient in the 
ultimate disposition of the Philippines. 
The ratification of the treaty of peace 
is a mere matter of detail, which 
shoul@ be disposed of with as little de- 
lay as possible. The ratification of 
this treaty will not determine the 
future of the islands, nor will it com- 
mit us to any definite p8licy. It will 
make us responsible for their imme- 
diate future, in a sense, for the duty 
will rest upon us of preserving order 
and protecting the rights of all. But 
if the people of the United States de- 
cide in the future that we should not 
retain sovereign power over the isl- 
ands, well and good. The mere rati- 
fication of the treaty will not tie us 
up to any fixed purpose or policy. We 
can establish in the islands an au- 
tonomous government under American 
protection, or can make any disposi- 
tion of them we may see fit-to make.

It would be manifestly unjust to

The representation was four-sixths 
yne man, and the other two-sixths 
Yonfessedly other selfish prospectors, 
who care nothing for the municipality, 
sothing for the principle of the ‘‘great- 
‘st good to the greatest number,” and 
lesire only that they may fill their 
ourses, no matter how- many indi- 
viduals become sufferers by their 
rreed. 

In stigmatizing the people of Los 
Angeles who are opposed to the en-

from the half-crude oil cf the engines, 
that at times proper ventilation can 
not be ensured, because the windows 
must be kept closed. Others have re- 
moved their children from school in 
that district as the jeapordy in which 
they were placed in case of fire was so 
great that they would not risk ‘it. 

The claim made by one of the peti- 
tioners that he and others represented 
upon the “oil side” of the question 
had “individual rights that no mob 
should override,” is doubtless true in 
the abstract, but when the encroach- 
ment of oil stands upon “individual 
rights,” there is a failure to recognize 


the majority must always be  para- 
mount, and none can construe ‘‘indi- 
vidual right,” as the privilege to de- 
stroy public and private property, and 
commit an act entailing loss or injury 
upon others. If “individual right” 
were to be considered in the contro- 
versy, then those opposed to the en- 
croachment of the oil wells upon the 
public: park would outweigh the oil 
interests two thousand to one. Equally 
weak is the claim made by the oil 
men that they “have a right to use 
their’ property as they desire.” That 
right cannot. be maintained when it is 
clear that it jeapordizes the rights of 
others, else any and every nuisance 
might flourish unmolested in a com- 
munity, and even the city government 
would be unable to fix fire limits, or 
to control private greed and injustice. 
The public press should always be 
arrayed upon the side of the whole 
people, and it is as voicing the senti- 
ment of the majority and enunciating 
the principle that public rights are 
paramount to private interests, that 
TuE TIMES took the ground that a limit 
must be set to the legitimate sphere 
of the oil industry. That limit is in 
nowise unreasonable, as it gives to

MUSIC AWD MUSICIANS. 


When the musicians of the Symphony 
Orchestra assembled on the stage of 
the Los Angeles Theater yesterday 
afternoon for the fifth concert of the 
series, they found an audience grati- 
fyingly large in numbers, and one 
which accorded Mr. Hamilton and his 
men absorbed, appreciative attention 
during the whole programme. The en- 
joyment of the two opening numbers 
was seriously marred by an annoying 
swarm of late-comers, who sauntered 
in by twos and threes until 3:30 o'clock

“Fantaisie Caprice’’ he displayed the 
same clean-cut accuracy, facility and 
thorough knowledge of technique, and 
his interpretation was, ‘if anything, 
more refined, scholarly and satisfying. 
In the “G-string Air” of Bach, with 
which he acceded to an enthusiastic 
demand for an encore, his tone was dig- 
nified, noble, appealing and caressing 
by turns, his phrasing delightful, his 
nuances most artistic. In both num- 
bers the support of the orchestra was 
exceptionally sympathetic and ade- 
quate in every way, as it was the fort- 
night previous. 

In the orchestral numbers, Mr. Ham-

PLANS FOR THE BARGES, 


THEY WILL HAVE SOME PECULIAR 
DUMPING APPARATUS, 


Thet Kind Hes Been Tested on 
the Delawhre Hrenkwater and 
Found Satisfactory—Will Be 
Mach Larger Than the Side- 
dumping Ones. 


Since the arrival of Harbor Contrac- 

tor Neu there have been some changes 
in the plans for the building of part 
of the barges that are to be used for 
the carrying of the réck from San Cle- 
mente Island to its place on the break- 
water site. It had been intended to 
have all of the self-dumping barges 
made according to the plans described 
in The Times several weeks ago. That 
plan provided for a water compartment 
running along the port side, so that 
on being suddenly filled with water, it 
would cause the barge to list to port 
sufficiently to make the rock on the 
iron deck slide off into the water. The 
buoyancy imparted to the barge by 
the dumping of the rock would cause 
it to rise far enough to drain the water 
out of the compartment, after which 
it could be closed. The barges of that 
kind are to be 136 feet long by 36 feet 
wide. Two of them will be built as 
soon as the lumber arrives at San Pe- 
dro, but probably no more until those 
have been tried. The idea is a new 
one, and has not been practically tested 
before. 
It has been determined to at once 
build two barges according to a dif- 
ferent plan, and to build two more as 
soon as the necessary additional lumber 
is available. Barges of this other plan 
have ‘been operated successfully in the 
construction of the Wilmington, Del., 
breakwater. Instead cf side-dumping 
they will have central dumping pock- 
ets, and will be much larger than those 
which were first planned. Their di- 
mensions will be 180 feet in length by 
40 feet in width, and it will require 
300,000 feet of lumber for the construc- 
tion of each of them. Each barge will 
have ten pockets, which will be pro- 
vided at the bottom with gates open- 
ing downward to let the rock drop. 

It is not unlikely that the _ side- 
dumpi barges will be used for the 
foundation layer of rock in the break- 
water. For the substructure, in which 
a somewhat greater degree of accuracy 
will be required in placing the rock, 


the central-dumping barges will prob- 


ably be used. On account of the large 
size of the pocket barges, one of them 
at a time will doubtless be all that will 
be towed by each tug. 

The contractors have been disap- 
pointed in getting lumber for barge 
construction. The schooner Salvator, 
which arrived at San Pedro last Fri- 
day, was supposed to have enough lum- 
ber for one or more barges, but after 
her arrival it was found that she had 
only 12,000 feet of lumber for the con- 
tractors. The schooner J. M. Colman, 
which is loading at Port Gamble, it is 
reported, will have a large quantity, if 


not her whole cargo, for the barge con- 
struction.

He converted the courtroom into a 
theater. He read parallel extracts 
from “Ambition.” He filled his voice 
with so much emotion that the de- 
fendant’s attorney rose and seriously 


dramatic sensation of the plaintiff's 
side of the case would prejudice the 
jury. Fortunately Judge Seaman had 
been young once himself, and ruled 
that the palintiff might do with his 
voice as he saw fit. 

Evidence was produced for Maxwell 
which punctured the reputation of 
Carleton as a plot conceiver.

The committee of the  Potice 
Commission, to whom the matter was 
referred, reported adversely to the 


change yesterday, but action on their 
report was deferred for one week. 

-Property-ownets on West Washing- 
ton street. who recently secured the 
revocation of a saloon licenge near 
their homes, have discovered that an- 
other attempt is to be made to open 
the place. They have therefore filed a 
vigorous protest against the granting 
of any license for the place, elthes as 
a saloon or restaurant, 

The old fight of property-owners on 
Broadway, between First and Second 
streets, against a saloon on that block, 
the license for which was never regu- 
larly issued, has been revived. The 
matter will be heatd.at the next meet- 
ing of the Police Commissioners. 

At a special meeting of the Board of 
Health yesterday afternoon plans for 
a new contagious-disease hospital were 
discussed, and today the members will 
inspect the proposed site for the new 
hospital. 

Owing to the volume of work that is 
now being performed by Health Of- 
ficer Powers, the Board of Health yes- 
terday elected Dr. Fox to act as his 
assistant temporarily until the disap- 
pearance of all cases of smallpox from 
the city.

POLICE IMPOSTERS MUST GIVE UP 
‘THEIR BADGES. 


New Stars for the Regular Officers, 
Renewal of an Broadway Saloon 
Contest—Special Meeting .of the 
Hoard of Health. é 


AS a.result of action taken yesterday 
at the regular meeting of ‘the Police 
Commissioners many persens not con- 
‘nected with the police department are 
now wearing humbered police. badges 
and with them imposing on the street 
railway companies, the. theaters, res- 
taurants and other places where a po- 
liceman’s badge means the freedom of 
“the palce to its wearer, will be de- 
prived of this means of obtaining 
services and,ccurtesies hy false pre- 
tenses, It has been the custom of for- 

r commissions «to grant to some 
people numbered stars at their request, 
this being one means in which polit- 
ical debts were sometimes paid. Just 
how many of these stars are now worn 
by persons who have no connection 
Whatever with the police department 
the present Board of Police Commis- 
sidners do not know, but not omy -have 
they ‘resalved not to follow in the steps 
of former boards in this matter, but 
to’ take away every numbered star 
not’ worn by an officer. For 
that purpose a motion was adopted

stars shall be returned within ten days. | 


yesterday by the commission \direct- 
ing the Chief to secure within ten days 
all the badges possible which are held 
by persons who are not officers. 

The matter came up. as a part of the 
report of the special committee ap- 
pointed some time ago to look into 
the request of some of the street rail- 
way companies that the policemen be 
required to ride on pass })ooks instead 
of being recggnized by a display of 
their badgesgit he police were opposed 
to this change, and the Chief also op- 
posed it. The companies presented a 
number of excellent reasons for ‘he 
change, among them being that they 
were being imposed upon by persons 
who had stars, bul who were in no way 
connected with the police department. 
It was made the duty of the special 
committee to not only report upon the 
pass-book matter, but to also formulate 
some plan by which the imppsition 
practiced upon the railway companies 
could be prevented. The committee 
had the matter. under censideration- 
for two weeks and at the regular 
meeting of the commission yesterday 
the following report was presented: 

“Your committee anvointed to inves- 


tigate the application the 
street railway companies regard- 
ing the use of pass books for 


transportation of the nolicé department 


beg leave to report: 


“First—That we consider the police 
force of this city always on duty for 
the protection of its citizens and that 
anything that would be to the disad- 
vantage of the department in the exe- 
cution of its duty should he avoided. 

“Second—That we consider the use 
of the pass books would be a great ii- 
convenience to the police force in per- 
formine their duties in many wavs 
and we therefore recommend that the 
same he not adopted. 

“Third—That we bhkelieve the street 
railway companies are greatly imposed 
upon by persons carrying numbered 
Stars for the purpose of receiving ben- 
efits and are credited to the Police 
Commissioners of this city. We there- 
fore recommend that all stars now 
used and issued former commis- 
sions shall he ordered returned to the 
Chief of Police within ten dars. 

“We further recommend that the 
Chief of Police be instructed to pro- 
vide a new star for the entire nolicé 
department of this city to be cesigned 
by this commission and numbered ac- 
cordingly and that no star be issued 
without the authority of the majority 
of this board and then onlv to those 
Who are actually in the employ of the 
pclice department.” 
Commissioner Scarborough did not 
view the pass-book question in the 
light taken by the committee. He said 
he believed that there was some 
justice in the request made of the de- 
partment by the street-railway compi- 
nies, and that they had a right under 
the franchises to establish such +ea- 
sonable regulations for the transporta- 
tion of the policemen free as thev 
thought best. This request that’ the 
police use pass books did not seem 
to him to he at all unreasonable, and 
he doubted if the commission couid 
successfully combat it. if the companies 
insisted upon enforcing the regulation 
He thought it was a matte* that would 
bear careful investigation, and he 
therefore. asked that that portion of 
the report of thea committee which re- 
fers to the pass-hook matte: be la‘d 
upon the table until the next meeting 
of the board. He gave as his reason 
for this request that the subject he- 
ing one of importance. it was but fair 
that a full commission should p38s 
upon it. and the board will be complete 
at the next meeting, when Commis- 
sicner Goss will take his seat. 

Mr. Parker took a surprising view of 
the question. He seemed to regard the 
request of the railway companies as 
an attempt on their part to dictate to 
the commission what they should do 
“I Go not believe in letting those com- 
panies dictate what we shall do in 
such matters,.”’ said he. “They get 
enough from the city. It is no busi- 
ness of ours how they conduct their 
roads. The only argument that was 
presented to us by them was that the 
change which they proposed would as- 
sist them in keeping their books, and

} I do not think we should do this.” 


Commissioner Scarborough at 
declared that the request of the come 
panies had only been a” simple one 
and there was nothing of the element 
of dictation about it. He insisted that 
action on that part of the report be de- 
ferred until the next meeting, and his 
request was granted. 

As to the other portion of the report 
showing that there are a number of 
persons wearing police badges who 
have no authority to do so. all of the 
commissioners agreed that there should 
be some remedy for the evil. .The mem- 

issued an order thet all such 


The Chief has a list of the persons to 
whom such stars have been isued, ‘and 
will know just who fails to comply with 
the orders of the commission. There 
is no law that can compel a person to 
return such a star, however, and in 
order to make the use of the present 
stars impossible, new stars of another 
design are to be provided for the 
police as soon as possible. These stars 
will. of course, be numbered, and a 
strict account will be kept of them. 
They will be issued only to regularly- 
appointed policemen, and all other 
badges will not be recognized by the 
Street-railway. companies as entitling 
the wearer to free transportation. The 
Chief was directed to ascertain about 
what such a change would cost, and 
report at the next meeting. 
BREWERS FIGHT FOR A PATRON. 
arly in the session Attorney W. E. 
Dunn appeared before the commis- 
sioners, and presented an application 
for a transfer of the license of the sa- 
loon at No. 625 East -Kighth street from 
J. Sresovich to William Frimmersdorf. 
He explained that the license was in 
the name of the former, but that the 
latter had been running the saloon for 
two years, never having taken the 
trouble to have it: transferred. after he 
had bought the place. Mr. Dunn as- 
serted that it was contrary to public 
policy to have a Ticense in the name 
of a person who has nothing whatever 
to do with the saloon, and he re- 
requested that the transfer be made at 
once. The commission, however, re- 
ferred the matter to the Chief for in- 
vestigation and report. Mr. ‘Dunn did 
not tell the commissioners all the cir- 
cumstances surrounding this case, but 
they were told privately to the mem- 
bers. It appears that Sresovich owns 
the property in which Frimmersdorf’s 
saloon is situated at Eighth and San 
Pedro streets. The latter has always 
paid the license regularly, although it 
Was in the name of his landlord, he 
never supposing for a moment that 
there would be any trouble about the 
matter, as he owned the saloon. He is 


ery, and used a large quantity of their 
beer. Some time ago he was approached 
by an agent of another brewing com- 
pany, and was asked to change his 
brand of beer to that manufactured by 
them. This he refused to do, when the 
agent. coolly informed him that his firm 
had secured a three years’ lease on the 
place from. Sresovich, and unless he 
took their beer he could vacate and 
give up the place, as Sresovich had 
given them permission to run the saloon 
under the license which he possessed. 
In their efforts to freeze out their rival, 
the brewing concern had secured such a 
lease, and were ready to execute their 
threat.

This was re- 
ferred, to the Chief for investigation, 
and his report upon it is not due until 
the next regular meeting of the com- 
mission. It has been an implied rule 
of the commission for a long time not 
to grant saloon licenses in residence 
districts, and from the start it was 
known that McCone had little chance 
of securing his license at the place he 
wanted it. The property-owners in 
that locality, however, decided to take 
no chances with the matter, and yester- 
day eleven protests were filed with the 
commission against the granting of. the 
license. Each of the protests was 
signed by a score or more of residents 
in the district near the place where 
Mc(‘one wishes to open a saloon. These 
protests were referred to the Chief. 
Although the protests would probably 
have been sufficient to knock out his 
application, another communication 
with reference to the matter was filed 
by a committee of the people who re-. 
side on West Washington street. It 
wes also referred to the Chief, as it 
was a timely warning as to McCones

Dr. Powers said that the ci<e in 
question had developed January 4, and 
Schmitz had been called, but he waited 
until January 16 before reporting it 
and in the meantime the patient had 
become so ill that he could net be 
moved. A warrant for Schmitz’s arrest 
had been issued. and he had appeared 
in court, pleaded guilty and was fined 
$10 


The failure te secure a conviction of 
the. meat peddler who was prosecuted 
on a charge of trying to sell a young 
calf. was exnlained, and after consid- 
erable discussion the board reccem- 
mended to the Council that the City At- 
tornev be directed to prepare an or- 
dinance which would effectually pre- 
vent tre «ole of meats which are not 
fit for food. 

Ever since there has been a case of 
smallpox in the city, Heatth Officer 
Powers hes given many hours of his 
ti--e each dav te the personal super- 
vision of precautions to prevent a 
spread of the disease. This duty, with 
his other work, which before took up 
ell of bis time. made it necessary that 
he work all of everv day in the week 
and many nights. It has frequently hap- 
pened that he could not go to bed at al! 
ard would be cempnelled=to be up all 
night, taking what little sleep he could 
get in a chair. He has not complained 
ef this work. but it has been wearing 
upon him until he has become alnte.t 
worn out. Still he said nothing about it. 
The other members of the Board of 
Health knew of it. however, and at 
the meeting yesterday the proposition 

as made to employ an assistant to the 

ealth Officer, who would take much 
of the work in connection with the 
smallpox cases off his hands. The board 
was unanimous in favoring this ap- 
vomtment, and Mayor Eaton said he 
hed been assured by the Finance Com- 
mittee of the Council that there would 
he no trouble about the payment for 
the services of this assistant. Several 
persons were mentioned for the place, 
and the board finally elected Dr. Fox 
to the vosition. His duties will be to 
assist the Health Officer in every way 
neesible, and he will be expected to 
look particularlv after the vatients in 
‘the pestheuse.,His salary will be deter- 
mined later by the Finance Commit- 
The matter of the construction of a 
new nesthouse was then taken up. It 
had heen talked over informally be- 
fore the meeting was called to order. 
and the ideas of the several members 
had been obtained. Dr. Davisson ex- 
pressed the views of the board when 
he said that what the city needs is a 
detention hospital and a contagious dis- 
ease hospital. to be known by some 
other name than that of a pesthouse. 
He favored the construction of such 
places on the tract of twenty acres in 
Fast Los Angeles suggested in the 
Mayor's annual message. If his plan is 
followed there-will not be one large 
buildine, but the hospital will be con- 
structed on the cottage plan. A num- 
ber of small buidings will be erected 
for different purposes, and additions 
can be made to them whenever it is 
considered necessary. This plan was 
approved by the board, but no final rec- 
ommendestion as to what is required. 
was made at this time, becaUse the 
members decided that they would visit 
the ground before taking final action. | 
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The board will leave the City Hall this 
afetrnoon at 12:30 o'clock and drive to 
the site which the Mayor has men- 
tioned. They will then return to the 
City Hall and formulate their recom- 
mendations to the Council.

‘THE SHERMAN SUITS. 


THE PACIFIC BANK OF SAN FRAN- 
CISCO OPENS FIRE.

An Action for All Accounting Deegan 
Againet M. H. Sherman, in Con- 
necticn With the Old Consolli- 
dated Electric Road Troubles. 
Judgment for £250,000 Asked. 


The charges and counter charges that 
have recently been made in certain of 
the San Francisco papers, against per- 
sons alleged to have been either di- 
rectly or indirectly concerned in the 
wrecking of the Pacific Bank, has borne 
some result in this city. 

Yesterday afternoon a complaint 
drawn by the San Francisco law 
firm of Denson, Oatman & Den- 
son, was filed in the Superior 
Court, wherein the Pacific Bank 
seeks to recover a large sum of money 
from Moses H. Sherman, one of the 
controlling spirits of the Pasadena ond 
Pacifie eleetrie road. Primarily the 
suit is for en accounting, but partic- 
ularly with regard to 25,500 shares of 
stock in the Los Angeles consolidated 
electric road. 

It is alleged by the plaintiff bank 
that on October 1, 1889, it, with the de- 
tencant, Sherman, were equal owners 
of 25.500 shares of the capital stock of 
the Los Angeles Corsolidated Railway 
Compeny, which were of the par value 
of $2,550,000, and constituted 51 per cent. 
of the whole of the capital stock of the 
corpcrat’‘on. For purposes of maintain- 
ing control and managing the com- 
rany’s affairs, piaintiff and defendant 
agreed to place the shares in the hands 
of B. O. Carr. a brother-in-law of the 
defer d-nt, to te by him held and voted 
in the interests of plaintiff and defend- 
ant for ten years. 

On November 1, 1892, it is allezed that 
Sherman reported to the Facific Bank 
that the Los Angeles consolideted elec- 
tric road was in financial distress, de- 
spite the fact that the bank had, prior 
to that time, advanced more tinan $300,- 
000 for construction and carrying on 
the works. Sherman represented that 
it would be necessary to levy an as8- 
sessment to meet expenses, but was 
anxious to avoid taking that step, and 
stated that he had a friend who would 
advance money to the extent of $150,- 
000 and hold the 25.500 shares as belong- 
ing to plaintiff and defendant as col- 
lateral security for the advance. When 
the advance should be returned, then, 
too, the stock also would ke handed 
back again. That course being mu- 
tually agreed upon, it is averred that 
Sherman obtained the 25,500 shares for 
his own purposes, for he did not di- 
vulge to the Pacific Bank the name 
of the personage who was to put up the 
money against the stock. But the Pa- 
cific Bank now avers that the represen- 
tation made was merely a subterfuge 
to obtain the stock and cheat the plain- 
tiff out of its interest. 

The contention is now made that 
Sherman was and-is truscee for the 
bhank’s half interest. and has ever since 
managed and controlled it until Au- 
gust 1, 1894, when he exchanged the 
stock for other stocks and  obliga- 
tions, which he has, so plaintiff avers, 
sold and disposed of, and for which he 
has received moneys, bonds, stocks, 
etc., valued at $500,000. Half of this 
amount the Pacific Bank claims, and 
avers that Sherman has held and now 
holds it as trustee as heing the pro- 
ceeds of the half interest of the origi- 
nal block of stock. 

It is asserted that while Carr held 
the 25,500 shares in trust, Sherman 
manipulated the affairs of the Los An- 
geles consolidated electric road so that 
no dividends were paid on these shares 
of stock, but notwithstanding that the 
electric road was not paying, and did 
not pay its bonded indebtedness, or its 
interest, yet Sherman realized large 
sums of money out of the management 
and received not less than $50,000 per 
month. It is averred that while so 
controlling the road, he misapplied and 
used the funds, which he invested in 
other enterprises and half of these in- 
the hank claims belonged 

o it. 

Under the circumstances, an account- 
ing is asked for, and more especially 
as to the disposition made of the 25,- 
500 shares of stock of the consolidated 
electric road, and judgment is asked for 
$275,000, for costs and such other relief 
as the court may decide to be proper, 


A DISPUTED HOME. 


A Deed That G. 0. Kinne Says Was 
Obtained Fraudulently. 

Ordinarily Department Five is noted 
for the austere sobriety of the cases 
that come to trial within its walls, and 
intricate dealings in-land and water oc- 
cupy @ good deal of Judge Shaw’s at- 
tention. It seems as if a Wave of sen- 
sationalism was sweeping through this 
eminently quiet portion of the court. 
Scarce had thé spicy details of the Lau- 
terbach litigation became a _ reminis- 
cense than another case presenting sen- 
sational features has come to trial. 

The action that came to trial yester- 
day was brought by an old «nan, George 
O. Kinne, against Esther R. Bennett; 
who, under the statement of facts pre- 


foreclose 


sented by him, is his stepdaughter, to 


have a certain deed annulled and set 
aside, 

Kinne, in telling his story, alleged 
that for nine years he had been mar- 
ried to Annie M. Kinne, and on the 
2nd of March last she died, leaving as 
her heirs-at-law her husband and her 
daughter, Mrs. Esther R. Bennett, her 
only child. At the time of her death, 
Mrs. Kinne owned a house and lot at 
Boyle Heights, valued at from $2000 to 
$2500, and that is the bone of contention 
between the father and stepdaughter 
in the present suit. The old man is 80 
years of age, and avers that his hear- 
ing and vision are both bad, and that 
he cannot understand or hear an ordi- 
nary conversation or read without the 
aid of spectacles. 

Very soon after his wife’s death, the 
plaintiff alleged, his stepdaughter, 
Esther, reminded him of the fact that 
she was the only child, and because of 
his age she desired to administer on 
her mother’s estate, but that it would 
be necessary for him to sign a written 
request ‘for her appointsnent. Because 
of the respect in which he held the 
memory of his wife, and because Esther 
was her daughter and made the re- 


quest, the old man says he consented 
to waive ,his legal right to administer 
upon his Wife’s estate, and promised 


his stepdaughter that he would sign the 
necessary papers authorizing her to be 
appointed administratrix. A day or 
two later at the request of Esther, and 
in company with her, he went to the 
office of Attorney Sanders for the pur- 
pose of signing the authorization re- 
ferred to, and did sign the papers sub- 
mitted to him. He did not have his 
spectacles with him, he averred, and 
consequently could not read the papers, 
but assu-ned that they referred soley to 
the administration of his wife's estate, 
and, besides, he reposed full confidence 
in his stepdaughter, Esther, and in the 
statements made by her to him. 

Not until almost a month before the 
present action was brought did the 
plaintiff learn that his st@p-daughter, 
Esther, had, on March 5, 1898, filed in 
the Recorder's office an instrument 
dated March 4, 1898, purporting to be 
a deed duly signed and acknowledged 
by the plaintiff, conveying to Esther R, 
Bennett, in consideration of “love 
only, all his interest in the real prop- 
erty previously referred to. Old man 
Kinne averred that at no time did he 
intend to execute any such deed and 
that if his name and acknowledgment 
were obiained it was by fraud on the 
part of Esther and her attorney, and 
without knowledge on his part of what 
he was doing when he signed the pa- 
pers on the supposition that they per- 
tained only to the administration of 
his wife's estate. He averred also that 
at no time did he receive from Esther 
or any other person any consideration 
whatever for the execution of the deed 
of convevance placed on record. 

In making answer to these several 
allegations of Mr. Kinne the defendants 
were equally specific in their statements. 
In the first place they denied that the 
plaintiff had for nine or any other 
number of years been the husband of 
one Annie M. Kinhe, but that Annie M. 
Kinne’s true name, during the nine 
years referred to and at the time of 
her death, was Annie M. Westfall, and 
though the plaintiff represented and 
pretended that she was his wife, in 
truth and in fact she was not and never 
had been the wife of the plaintiff. 

As a consequence of this denial of 
marriage the defendants deny also 
that old man Kinne was a surviving 
heir of the deceased, and also deny 
that Esther Bennett ever had any 
conversation about her wishing to ad- 
minister upon her mother’s estate. On 
the o'her hand it is alleged that after 
the death of Annie M. Westfall, or 
Kinne, whichever it may have been, 
that plaintiff claimed to be the hus- 
band of the deceased and stated to 
Esther that as she was the only daugh- 
ter of his late wife, that as such she 
was entitled to any property owned by 
her mother. Owing to the plaintiff's 
claim that he was the husband of 
her mother, and in order to avoid com- 
plications or unpleasant notoriety 
Esther did request plaintiff to sign 
a request for her appvointment as ad- 
ministratrix of the estate of Annie M. 
Kinne. Furthermore, it is averred that 
a few da:s after the death of Mrs. 
Westfall. alias Kinne, trp plaintiff 
represented to Esther that she was en- 
titled to the property, and he then and 
there vclunteered to sign a quit-claim 
deed to any interest that he might 
have in the home property. At that 
time plaintiff and Esther went to At- 
torney Sanders’s office and a_  quit- 
claim deed to the property was signed, 
after having been prepared with his 
consent, and after having been read 
over to him. 

These conflicting contentions are be- 
ing inquired into, although Judge Shaw 
yesterday did incidentally state that 
he would find that the parties were 
married That point has an important 
bearing u>on the case and Byron Oli- 
ver. Esq., who is representing the de- 
fendant, stated that he would produce 
more testimony upon that point. With 
the marriage conceded, the husband 
would be at least an heir-at-law, and 
the facts surrounding the making of 
the deed that conveyed his home from 
under his feet would have to be more 
explicit than if he had no legal title 
in it as community property. 


THE SHORB FORECLOSURE, 


A Second Suit Begun on a Note 
Drawn Two Years Ago. 

Yet another foreclosure suit was be- 
gun yesterday by the Farmers’ and 
Merchants’ Bank against Mrs. Maria 
Jesus de Shorb. 

It is alleged in the complaint filed 
yesterday that on March 24, 1896, that 
a note was executed to the bank for 
$18,636.99. and to secure payment there 
were mcrtgaged three certificates, rep- 
resenting 560 shares of the capital stock 
of the San Gabriel Wine Company, of 
the par value of $100 each: one certifi- 
cate representing 249.54 shares of the 
Alhambra Addition Water Company. 

The bank now asks judgment for 
principal and_ interest amounting to 
$22,816. with 8 per cent. interest from 
January 24, 1899, $1140 as attorney’s 
fees, and that the stock be sold to sat- 
isfy the judgment. 


A BOOM DEAL. 


An Agent’s Efforts to Arrange a Re- 
lease not Appreciated. 

T. Weisendanger is plaintiff in the 
suit against T. Leahy and Caroline 
Leahy, now on trial before Judge York 
in Department Three. The action had, 
in part, its foundation during the boom 
time, when market values were un- 
duly inflated. 

The plaintiff qontends that the de- 
fendants owned Leahy’s Eighth-street 
tract, consisting of forty acres, and 
bounded by Shearer, Lemon, Alameda 
and Ninth streets. The property had 
been mortgaged to H. W. Keller in the 
by-xone time for $37,000, but in the in- 
terim had deteriorated in value, or, 
perhaps, had regained a normal and 
actual value. Keller was threatening 

the mortgage, and the 
plaintiff contends that if it had been 
sold out at that time the tract would 
not have realized enough to liquidate 
the indebtedness. The Leahy’s, it is 
averred, desired that Keller should ac- 
cept a part of the land in lieu of the 
indebtedness, but he had refused, and 
then Weisendanger avers that the 
Leahys came to him and continued the 
negotiation. That was last October, 
and in a short time, he alleges, that 
he did bring about a settlement. Kel- 
ler satisfied the mortgage in full, and 
left an eight-acre tract, valued at 
$10,000. to the defendants. For suc- 
cessfully conducting and terminating 
this negotiation, Weisendanger avers 
that he is entitled to $2600, and for 
that amount he is now suing. 

On the other hand, the Leahys, de- 
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fendants. contend that while the mort- 
gage actually was for $31,692.57, the 
property was worth $40,000. They deny 
ever having authorized Weisendanger 
to negotiate with Keller at all, and 
while conceding that the tract released 
to them is worth $10,000, say that it is 
their homestead. and was not released 
through any efforts put forward by 
the plaintiff. . 

The further hearing will be continued 
today. 


THE BRADBURY ESTATE. 


Interlocutory Decree Entered and 
Referees Appointed. 

The findings and interlocutory 4@« 
cree were filed ii Department Two yes- 
terday in the suit of John Bradbury, 
Rosario Winslow, individually, and as 
trustees of the estate of L. L. Brad- 
bury. deceased, against Simona M.. 
Bradbury, individually, and also as 
trustee of the estate of the late hus- 
band. and other of the heirs. This was 
the friendly suit brought some time 
ago to have the estate partitioned and 
distributed. 
Under the interlocutory decree 
handed down yesterday John Bradbury 
and Rosario Winston and the defend- 
ant Simona M. Bradbury, as trustees 
for John Bradbury, individually, Mimi 
Bradbury Polk, Louisa Bradbury, Ro- 
sario Winston, individually, Simona 
Bradbury and Lewis Bradbury, under 
the last will of L. L. Bradbury, de- 
ceased, .and under an agrement be- 
tween the beneficiaries, dated Septem- 
ber, 1894, as such trustees, are held by 
Judge Clark to be entitled to an equal 
undivided two-thirds of all the lands 
and premises to be held by them in 
trust for said beneficiaries, subject 
to the trusts created, and for the time 
specified in the last will. 
The plaintiffs, John Bradbury and 
Rosario Winston, each individually, 
and Louisa Bradbury, and the defend- 
ants. Mimi Bradbury Polk, Simona 
Bradbury and Lewis Bradbury, are the 
sole beneficiaries of the trust, and as 
such are held to be entitled to an equal 
undivided two-thirds of all the lands 
and premises, subject only to the trust 
and to the conditions and limitations 
expressed in the will. 
The defendant Simona M. Bradbury, 
the widow. is held to be entitled in 
fee simple to an equal undivided one- 
third of all of the lands and premises. 
And it is ordered that partition be 
made of the land and premises men- 
tioned and set forth in the complaint 
filed. It is further ordered that J. A, 
Muir. Wesley Clark and D. G. Mac- 
Gowan shall act as referees for the 
purpose of making such partition. It 
is provided that these referees shall 
divide the lands and premises into two 
parts. one of which shall be equal to 
one-third of the whole, quantity and 
quality relatively considered, and the 
other to be equal to two-thirds of the 
whole: that the referees shall allot to 
Simona M. Bradbury, the widow, the 
first-mentioned part, and they shall 
allot to John Bradbury and Rosario 
Winston and to the defendant Simona 
M. Bradbury, as trustees, the second 
mentioned part of two-thirds of the 
lands and premises; that the one-third 
part shall be held and enjoyed by Si- 
mona M. Bradbury, the widow, in- 
dividually, and the two-thirds part 
shall be held by the trustees for the 
beneficiaries under the trusts as deter- 
mined. 
The remainder of the decree provides 
for the referees employing surveyors 
or other assistants, and for otherwise 
carrying out the duties of their office 
as commissioners of the court. 


THE MAXWELL SUIT. 


The Supreme Court Remands it Back 
for Retrial. 


The old Maxwell suit is to again ap- 
pear in court for retrial. The Supreme 
Court has so decided in the suit of the 
First Nationdl Bank of Los Angeles 
against Amelia C. Maxwell et al. That 
suit was brought to remove a cloud 
and quiet title to real estate. The de- 
fendants got a judgment, and the plain- 
tiff thereupon appealed from the judg- 
ment and order denying a new trial. 
The property involved was the separate 
property of Mrs. Amelia © Maxwell 
and Walter S. Maxwell, her husband, 
Charles A. Baskerville, as trustee, and 
the three minor children were the other 
defendants. * 

The facts in the case, as stated, were 
that on August 23, 1893, Mr. and Mrs. 
Maxwell avere indebted to the plaintiff 
bank in the sum of $9300, and the bank 
began proceedings by attachment to 
collect. Mr. and Mrs. Maxwell were 
first informed that a settlement must 
be made, and they asked for delay 
representing that they had reasonable 
prospects of settling in a few days. The 
bank agreed, on condition that Mrs. 
Maxwell would make no disposition of 
her property and make no change in 
the situation of it; that proceedings 
would be postponed until Saturday ; 
that Mrs. Maxwell then promised 
“on her honor,” using those words, that 
she would make or suffer no change 
to be made, and plaintiff's attorneys 
were thereupon instructed to delay 
proceedings until the following Satur- 
day; that Mrs. Maxwell, the same 
day, went to her attorneys and ex- 
ecuted a deed to the defendant, Bas- 
kerville, conveying to him the prop~- 
erty in controversy in trust for her 
children, by the terms of which the 
trustee was to pay the rents and prof- 
its, not exceeding $300 per month, to. 
Mrs. Maxwell, for the clothing, sup- 
port, education, etc., of the children, 
and any surplus was to be deposited 
in the bank in the name of the children 
to be accumulated until the youngest 
should arrive at majority. 

This deed was recorded the same 
day, and on the next the bank learned 
of it, and with the knowledge that it 
had been executed and recorded took 
from the Maxwells their note, payable 
one year after date, a mortgage upon 
the interest of Mrs. Maxwell in the 
Lanfranco Block being given to secure 
payment. Default was made on the. 


first quarter’s interest, the bank fore- 


closed, and after exhausting the mort- 
gaged property, in April, 1894, docketed 
a deficiency judgment for $5167.05. 
Prior to the execution of the trust 
deed referred. to, Laurent Etchepare. 
\neld a note of the Maxwells, then past 
due, upon which he had obtained judg- 
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-ment for $1723.30 and costs, in Decem- 
ber, 1893, and an exetution issued and 
was levied upon the property described 
dn the trust deed, and the interest of 
'Mre, Maxwel} therein was sold to 
Laurent Etchepare on February 19, 1894. 

When the bank's deficiency judg- 
ment was docketed an execution is- 
gued, but was returned “nulla bona 
ind thereafter the bank toak’steps to 

m the premises from’ Btchepare, 

d in time the Sheriff executeé and 

livered to the plaintiff, as such re- 

enotiorer, a deed for the premises 
“ahd that deed was duly recorded. 

These are the facts which the Su- 
preme Court says are conceded, and 
‘the two vital points in the suit were: 

as the trust deed made by Mrs. Max- 
‘well with intent to délay or defraud 
her children, and also; if so, did the 
yplaintif€ waive: his\right to attack it 
“and to have it declured void? 

. The appellant contended that ,the 
{conctusion of the lower court, that the 
bank waived-its right of attack if re- 
' garded as a conélusion of law was not 
‘sustained by the findings, and if re- 
‘garded as a finding of ultimate fact, 
‘as not justified: by the. evidence and 
that contention the Supreme Cour 
_ sustains. | 
“This question of waiver,” says the 
~court, “cannot be discussed without 
*assuming that the trust deed was made 
‘with the fraudulent intent charged, 
‘for unless there was first a fraud there 
could be no waiver, and: the -court in 
Afnding that the. plaintiff: waived the 
“fraud, impliedly found that the deed 
‘was fraudulent and would have been 
‘void as to the plaintiff but for the 
‘waiver.’ The court holds that the con- 
clusion that plaintiff waived its right 
to attack the trust deed, not being 
Justified by the findings or the evidence 
a finding upon the issue of fraudulent 
intent with which it was charged to 
have been made is’ essential; inci- 
dentally remarking, too, that “there 
can be no question upon the evidence 
appearing in the record that there was 
on the part of the grantor personal in- 
tent to defraud.” 

The opinion was written by Commis- 
sioner Haynes, concurred in by Com- 
missioners Searls and Chipman and 
approved by Justices Henshaw, Har-

Out of an abundance of generosity; 
The Times gives place to the following 
arguments against the construction ‘of 
the Nicaragua Canal, without indorse- 
ing the sentiments expressed in any 
sense. The writer says: 

To the Editor of The Times: I wish to 
reply to the communication of J. A. G. 
in Sunday’s Times, bearing on the Nic- 
aragua Canal, and to save your space 
I will not quote his statements but will 
endeavor to cover his points. One of. 
the best assets California possesses is 
her climate. To it tourists travel; these 
tourists have money and are able to 
get and will have the best and they 
will go only where they can obtain the 
best, be it railroad accommodation or 
what not. To any one'who has lived 
on the line of an impoverished money- 
losing railroad I need not say more 
than this. If California expects to 
keep her tourist. business and reap the 
great profits from this.wealthy class 
of people, perfect, prosperous and well- 
equipped railroad systems with all the 
adjuncts money can.supply, is an ab- 
solute necessity. Therefore I am that 
person whom J. A. G. says must be 
“bold” to advocate the Pacific railroads 
in community. I'am ‘one “who 
can doubt” the immense benefits to this 
State by the completion of this Nica- 
ragua Canal. That it will benefit the 
‘United States as a whole, I will freely 
admit, but can any person give me an 
adequate reason why oriental freights 
whose ultimate place of distribution is 
‘the Eastern States should break bulk 
in California for the sole purpose of 
benefiting California and the railroads, 
when a direct all-water route is open 
to the place of ultimate: distribution, 
and nearly one thousand miles shorter 
than to. come to California first, break 
bulk and ship the balance of the.dis- 
tance by rail?

live. Remove this‘protection and ship 
these goods through this canal by the 
ship load. at‘practically no expense 
of freight, and these industries will be 
forced to shut déwn. Will this benefit 
California? It may as well be ad- 
mitted at the start that California can- 
not comvete in the manufacture of 
goods for “Honolulu” or anywhere else 
where the factors entering into their 
construction is iron, hardwood, fuel or 
cheap labor for the very good reason 
that we have none of these things here. 
‘Regarding ‘the trade from the “west 
» coast of South America,’ my opinion 
is that if California wishes. to see the 
last of it, let the Nicaragua Canal he 
finished and ‘“‘then will be its time for 
disappearing,’ for the-very good rea- 
son that the East coast of the United 
States will be more accessible. than 
the west coast. Does any one doubt it 
let him but glance at a map of: the 
Western Hemisphere and his doubts 
will: be removed.

SAN BERNARDINO, Jan. 2%4.—[Regular 
Correspondence.}] The blow of Sunday and 
Monday was not a circumstance as compared 
with that of today.

Dust from the Desert—Putting in a

AVALON, Jan. 24.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] A curious phenomenon is presented 
at Avalon when a sand storm is prevailing 
on the main land.

MANY DESERTIONS FROM THE 
PHILADELPHIA’S CREW. 


Volunteers Tired of the Navy. und 


Protent Against the Cruire 
to Samon—Rear-Admiral Kants 
His Flag—Activity in 


Steamship Business. 


SAN DIEGO, Jan. 24.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] The one-year men on board the flag- 
ship Philadelphia are strenuously opposed to 
going to Samoa, and are doing their best to 
desert. About thirty desertions have oc- 
curred, though nineteen or twenty of these 
men have been captured and returned to the 
ship, where a few of the worst cases are in 
i:ons. It is the ordinary experience of a 
vessel partly manned with green valunteers 
who went out to win glory in the war with 
Spain, and who are now sick of a man-of-war 
life in the piping times of peace. 

Five or six of the deserters have made 
their escape by jumping overboard. One man 
got ashore by .dropping his clothes over- 
board and following down the gang plank 
dressed in a woman’s skirt, which had been 
brought to him by an accommodating laun- 
dryman. Last night, to prevent further de- 
sertions, a steam launch kept up a patrol 
all around the ship. 

The other day three men got away in a 
small boat, rowing to the Coronado shore. A 
steam launch was sent after them in hot 
haste, but it grounded before reaching the 
skiff. One of the men got ashore. The other 
two, in the water, were captured and brought 

k 


A petition signed by a majority of the one- 
year men on board was forwarded to the 
Navy Department some time ago, asking for 
discharge. The only answer the men have 
received is the instruction to coal the ship 
with all possible speed, preparatory to sai-- 
ing for Samoa, where they will be absent at 
least two months. The men are terribly dis- 
gruntied, and direct their animosity espe- 
cially toward the executive officer of the sh'p, 
whose strict discipline and prompt punish- 
mnt of offenders is new to the volunteers. 

It was ncticed yesterday that the loading of 
the ship was progressing very slowly. The 
men in the coal lighters worked with the 
greatest deliberation. picking up a lump now 
and then, and sitting on the rail to rest. The 
ship, in spite of this, however, will be ready 
for sea Thursday, and will sail tnless the ne- 
getiations at Washirgton render the presence 
of the Philadelphia at Samoa unnecessary. 

Commodore Kautz received notification 
from Washington yesterday of his elevation 
to the rank of rear-admiral, his commission 
dating from Christmas day. He accordingly 
raised the admiral’s flag, supplanting the 
commodore's flag that has been flying up to 
this time. The marines saluted the flag, all 
the men being called aft to witness the cere- 
mony. A salute of thirteen guns was fired in 
honor of the admiral. Admiral Kautz is por- 
vlar with officers and men, and all rejoice in 
his promotion. 

Neither the officers nor men look with favor 
upon a cruise of two or more months in the 
south seas, having expected upon their ar- 
rival at San Diego to remain here a month 
or two. But the majority of rank and file 
acecpt their dutv without murmuring. The 
growlirg as usual comes from the unseasoned 
men, whose dreams of glory are covered with 
the grime of every-day work.

It is said that sufficient freight is 
in sight to insure a profitable trip, and thus 
paving the way for a permanent service. 

Chinese Consul-General, in- 
tends to visit Ensenada before his return to 
San Francisco, to look into the affairs of his 
courtry'ren there.

SANTA ANITA TRAGEDY. 


HOMICIDAL AcT OF BALDWIN’S 
COLORED COOK, 


> 


Depressed by Sickness and Poverty 
Lafayeite Ditty Drowned Himself 
and His Little Son—Both Bodies 
Recovered. 


The gloom caused by hard times on 
“Lucky” Baldwin's Santa Anita ranch 
has been augmented by the suicide of 
the ranch cook and the murder of the 
little son of the unfortunate negro, who 
came to the conclusion that life at 
Santa Anita was no longer worth the 
living. 

A Coroner's jury of which E. J. Bald- 
Win himself was foreman, yesterday 
found that Lafayette Ditty and his son, 
Christian Haywood Ditty. came to their 
death by drowning, with homicidal in- 
tent on the part of the father. 
Particulars of the tragedy were not 
learned in this city until after the re- 
turn of Coroner Holland from Arcadia, 
last evening. 

Some weeks ago the employés at the 
ranch went on a strike on account of 
their wages being many months in ar- 
rears. Poverty is said to breed crime, 
and such certainly seems to be the case 
at Baldwin’s ranch, for infractions of 
the law have been frequent in that 
neighborhood of late. Whether failure 
to draw wages was the indirect cause 
of Lafayette Ditty’s double crime was 
not brought out at the inquest, but the 
fact was established that he was poor, 
out of money, had been down with the 
grip and was in a very depressed -nood 
for several days before he killed him- 
self and his son. 

According to the testimony of his 
wife, he started out of bed last Friday 
night exclaiming: 

“Oh, Emilv, why can’t we all die to- 
gether?” 

He told her Saturday that the best 
thing could happen ‘to them all would 
be to get out of the world. Late Sun- 
day afternoon he started out for a walk, 
and fear'ng he might make way with 
himself, Mrs. Ditty sent her little son 
along to keep watch of him. They 
started down Santa Anita avenue and 
never came back. 

The -nan’s threats led to the suspicion 
that he had committed suicide. and a 
reservoir on the place was dragged. 
The search had not proceeded very long 


up. When the grappling irons first 
took ‘t the body seemed heavict than 
when it neared the surface. The arms 
were extended in a circle with hands 
clasped. as if he had held something in 
them. Tuesday morning the corpse of 
the son was found, his arms pressed 
tightly to his breast. Evidently the 
distracted negro had jumped into the 
reservoir with his child in his arms. 

Ditty was 43 years old and his boy 
12. The father was well known eanong 
the colored people in and around Pasa- 
dena for ten years... He cooked for Bald- 
win during the proprietor’s periodical 
visits to the ranch. 

The bodies of the victims were taken 
to Pasadena last night, by order of the 
Coroner, and will be buried at Alham- 
bra today.

SCHUYLER TESTIFIES. 


Method of Arriving at the Value of 
the Water Pliant. 

Attorney Dunn yesterday morning of- 
fered in evidence before the water 
arbitrators printed copies of the report 
of the city’s engineers regarding the 
value of the water plant in con- 
troversy, asking that a copy of the 
printed report be filed with the other 
documents in the case. 

There was a lively tilt between Attor- 
neys Dunn and Chapman regarding 
the necessity of recalling the engineers 
of the water company to testify on er- 
tain discrepancies. between the engin- 
eers for the two sides. 

J. D. Sehuyler of the city’s corps of 
engineers was called to the stand and 
put in most of the day in testifying, 
Attorneys Dunn and Chapman alter- 
nating in asking question for the city 
and for the water company. Mr. Schuy- 
ler’s testimony related to the value of 
the plant and his methods of arriving 
at his conclusions. He testified regard- 
ing the cost of similar plants at DVen- 
ver and Portland, Or., with which he 
was acquainted, and told of the relative 
cost of constructing plants in those 
cities and in Los Angeles. He said, in 
answer to a question propounded by 
Mr. Dunn. that the local conditions. in 
any locality would greatly effect the 
cost of any work of the character un- 
der discussion, among these deviating 
elements being the nature of the weaih- 
er and the degree of delay due to 
storms, He thought work could be done 
considerably cheaper in Los Angeles 
than in either Denver or Portland, 
whi'- in those towns it was necessary 
to lay the pipes much deeper. 

Attorney Dunn wanted to call City 
Engineer Olmsted to the witness stand 
to testify regarding certain bids re- 
cently made for tunnel work, for what- 
ever influence they might have in de- 
termining the cost of work in the city, 
but Attorney Chapman objected on the 
ground that the work was not of the 
same character as that of laying a pipe 
line. Attorney Dunn withdrew the re- 
quest to have the testimony entered for 
the time being. 

Mr. Dunn stated that when the ar- 
bitrators reassembled he would prob- 
ably submit the statement of the water 
company as to moneys expended. 
though it was possible that he would 
want to submit some testimony in leu 
of the statement. That, he believel, 
would close the city’s case. 

There being some data which would 
require a little while to prepare before 
presentation, the arbitrators adjourned 
until Thursday morning at 10 o ‘leock.
